A comparison of the 149% increase in cost of living and the 
105% increase in minister wages since 1939, with the cost of 
living reduced to a base figure of 100%. These percentages are 
derived from figures in the U.S. News and World Report, the 
1959 Yearbook of American Churches and National Council of 
Churches research. 


The Financial Dilemma of Ministers 


Did you know that the average American minister’s 
salary has failed to keep up with the cost of living? 
Perhaps this is why the National Council of Churches 
has found two-thirds of our more than 200,000 ministers 
living in debt. 


Consider three basic points. In the first place, a 
minister is an educated professional man who must pay 
for the equipment and continued training needed to 
meet the demands of his occupation and the civic leader- 
ship he assumes to do his job better. Second, he is almost 
always a husband and father who must provide for his 
family. Third, he is an individual — a person as yourself 
— who needs the time and things which complement and 
recreate his working abilities and talents. 


All of these cost money he seldom has. Recent com- 
prehensive figures compiled by the National Council of 
Churches place the average Protestant minister’s in- 
come at $4,432 a year, $85.23 for his 60 to 80-hour 
week. Compare this with the $3.27 per hour which the 
Department of Labor’s Bureau of Statistics lists as 
the average painter’s income. In a 60-hour week with 
time-and-a-half for overtime, the painter would earn 
$228.90! 


Inflation, too, cripples the minister’s income. Cler- 
gymen in three of the larger denominations earned an 
average of $2,157.66 in 1939 according to the National 
Council of Churches. The recent figure of $4,432 rep- 
resents a 105% increase. But in the same time the 
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U.S. News and World Report charts a 149% increase 
in the cost of living, including taxes. 


The value of the dollar decreased faster than the 
minister’s salary grew. Simultaneously, our increas- 
ingly complex society created new demands upon his 
money through more extensive education for his chil- 
dren, advanced medical procedures, new charities. 


Today, as a result, many a minister faces financial 
difficulty. As a trained professional man and community 
leader, he must maintain the standards you expect of 
him. As a family head, he must provide his wife and 
children with the necessities of life. As a human being, 
he must engage in those same human activities you 
find so necessary for your own continued growth. 


But it is impossible for many ministers to meet 
all of today’s financial demands on a salary that is 
worth less than was the average minister’s salary in 
1939. True, a man does not follow the call to be a min- 
ister for material wealth. But shouldn’t he be paid 
enough to live as people who respect his position would 
expect? 

Josh Billings once said, “A congregation who can’t 
afford to pay a clergyman enough, want a missionary 
more than they do a clergyman.”

KNOCK AT THE DOOR: An editorial 
writer of the New York Times ex- 
pressed it eloquently. Speaking of the 
political conventions and the difficulty 
of getting tickets, he wrote: “There 
will be some applicants for admission, 
however, who cannot be kept away. 
There will be the ghosts and shadows 
of African black men, and white men, 
too, from the Congo and elsewhere. 
There will be the Japanese mobs who 
made it unsafe for President Eisen- 
hower to go to Japan. There will be 
Mr. Khrushchev uttering _ threats. 
These persons, these voices, this knock- 
ing at the gate were heard in Los 
Angeles and . . . in Chicago. They will 
be part of the rhythm of the coming 
campaign, not to be drowned out by 
the very loudest loudspeakers. Senator 
Kennedy and... Vice President Nixon 
will be campaigning not merely before 
their own countrymen but before the 
world. ... 

“Until well within the memory of 
living men we could hold conventions 
and nominate Presidents inside the 
cozy little enclave of our own three or 
three and one-half million square 
miles, and the rest of mankind did not 
worry about our antics or our pro- 
grams. Now the rest of the world does 
have to worry about us and we have 
to worry about it.” 

Running for President this year is a 
sobering responsibility. So, this year, is 
voting for President. 


NOVEMBER: The first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November—that 
makes it November 8—comes the win- 
nowing. Most Americans will have 
made up their minds long before they 
pull shut the curtain of a voting booth. 
All sorts of extraneous notions will have 
shaped their decision—everything from 
the tilt of a candidate’s nose to the de- 
meanor of his wife and family. (And 
certainly the fact that the Kennedy 
family is due for an increase just before 
Election Day is a strategical victory. 
Planned parenthood?) 

Whoever wins, the next President 
will be a young man, as Presidents go. 
This reporter recalls a conversation 
with a young man in West Germany. 
I asked, “What do you think of Chan- 
cellor Adenauer?” The youth answered, 
“He is an old man.” Whatever else the 
next U.S. President will be, he will 
have all the buoyancy and confidence 
of youth—and all the liabilities of 
youth, 


LIVING IT DOWN: The Republicans 
need only quote the pre-nomination 
Johnson against Kennedy to make quite 
a campaign. The reverse offers am- 
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munition to the Democrats, Politicians 
have to do a lot of living down, and 
quickly. Things change. People change. 
Attitudes change—sometimes over- 
night. And living down is a process 
that not only politicians but nations 
and all of us ordinary citizens have to 
work at rather diligently. Nations that 
were at each other’s throats not many 
years ago are friends today—and the 
other way around. And what individ- 
ual’s past is so unblemished he could 
wish to- have no jot nor tittle of it un- 
changed? All of which is simply to say 
that we can hardly demand more of 
our nominees than we can demand of 
ourselves. If we use past utterances, 
past actions as the criteria, none of us 
is going to be in any category of the 
elect anywhere. 


WHERE BATTLES ARE WON: Protestants 
who think that the nomination of Sen- 
ator John Kennedy was planned in 
some smoke-filled room in the Vatican 
had better look a little deeper into the 
facts of political life. It's easy to point 
out the religious coincidences: that, in 
the estimation of some, 60 per cent of 
the delegates to the Democratic con- 
vention were Catholics; that the big 
bosses—Daley of Chicago, Lawrence 
of Pennsylvania, Wagner and De Sapio 
of New York, Brown of California, ete. 
—are Catholics. The question is, how 
did the bosses get to be bosses, how did 
the delegates get to be delegates? Why 
the imbalance when there are almost 
twice as many Protestants as Catholics 
in the country at large? To answer 
that, you have to realize that the faiths 
are not distributed “at large.” Roman 
Catholicism is heavily concentrated in 
cities, Protestant churches have been 
traditionally wary of urban areas. Even 
now, in this enlightened age, you still 
see downtown Protestant churches 
closing up shop to move to the suburbs. 
Has anybody seen a Catholic church 
doing this? Not only have Protestants 
forsaken the cities, but they have 
eschewed politics at the local level. 
And it’s at the local level where the 
delegates are made. 

The religious percentages are coin- 
cidental. What underlies the percent- 
ages is the lineup of city against non- 
city. A Roman Catholic Presidential 
nominee, Roman Catholic governors, 
Roman Catholic mayors, are the result 
of no conspiracy. They are simply the 
normal results of Roman Catholic 
strength in geographic areas that carry 
the most weight. That, in turn, is no 
conspiracy—not even a dictator could 
so radically redistribute the population 
—but is simply what has happened be- 
cause Protestants have traditionally

upheaval only in the Belgian Congo, 
only one of a dozen or more newly- 
born African nations? Some 25 million 
former French subjects in Africa have 
taken up President de Gaulle on his 
offer of independence—from Madagas- 
car, with a population of almost 5 mil- 
lion to Gabon, with 404,000. No kill- 
ings. No mutinees. On October 1, 
Britain will free Nigeria (population 
35 million) and nobody expects an- 
archy as a result.

If any one coun- 
try had rushed in with assistance, all 
Africa—and perhaps the world—might 
have gone up in flames.

SUNDAY CHRISTIANS—may their tribe increase—are comparatively plentiful. Sun- 
day religion is in fairly good shape. That's great. More power to Sunday and all 
it stands for! But that’s just one day of the week, one-seventh of the week. What 
about the other days? What about, for example, the day that’s so far out in the 
middle of the week that it sometimes seems the longest, most uninspired day of 
all? Can you be Christian on Thursday, out where Sunday’s trailing clouds of glory 
have evaporated, out where decisions are made, out where you must come to grips 
with life, out where tempers rise, disappointments strike, opportunities knock? 

It’s Thursday Christians who change things that need changing, resist things that 
need resisting, redeem things that need redeeming. Sunday religion is fine. But re- 
ligion was never meant to be bottled up in Sunday, 

Jesus didn't shut religion away from life. He let it loose in life! He took the 
weekday things—the farmer sowing his field, the younger brother going off to mis- 
spend an inheritance, an unwitting rooster heralding the dawn, sparrows, flowers, 
weddings—and filled them full of religious significance. From the most weekday of 
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CHRISTIANS 


all things in life—bread and wine—He made a monumental sacrament of spiritual 
fellowship. 

And what have we done with the living faith He left us? We have, most of us, for- 
malized it, constricted it, entombed it. Instead: of spending this faith bountifully, 
recklessly, we have hoarded it, coming back Sunday after Sunday to see if it were 
still there. 

Thursday Christians—Christians who take their faith with them into all outdoors, 
Christians who have a determined sense of vocational commitment, to whom every 
day is a high holy day—these America sorely lacks. 

The church is not a fortress but an arsenal! Christianity is not a shelter in which 
to hide from life but a force to make life livable! Nothing is beyond the reach of re- 
ligion. The church surrounded, as this month’s cover painting illustrates—this is the 
proper place for the church. Christians on the job, on every job, as the following 
pages challenge—this is the proper place for Christians. Even—and perhaps especially 
—on Thursdays. Tue Eprrors 
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THE LETTER on the top of the day’s pile of mail 
was from a young man 23 years old, One paragraph 
especially caught my eye: 

“IT am a student at East Los Angeles Junior College 
and have been majoring in Police Science. Until a 
few weeks ago I felt sure that I wanted to go into 
some kind of police work. I like it very much. But 
then I met the Lord and He told me to give my life 
to His service so I’ve decided to become a minister. 
What do you think of my decision?” 

This type of letter recurs fairly often in my mail. 
Always I have the same reaction. How wonderful 
that the one writing has felt this strong pull toward 
a closer walk with God. How fine that the writer is 
willing, even eager, to give his life away to Christ. 

But I always want to say something like this: “You 
must not interpret this call to commitment as neces- 
sarily a call into the ministry or the mission field, 
or into any of the religious vocations that you prob- 
ably, and mistakenly, call ‘full-time Christian service.’ 
For God means that every vocation should be full- 
time service for Him. 

“Dividing life into sharp compartments of the sacred 
and the secular is not God’s doing. God needs conse- 
crated lawyers, physicians, laboring men, school- 
teachers, politicians, housewives and bus drivers as 
much as He needs ministers. So evaluate your unique 
bents and talents. Before making any final decision 
do be sure, very sure, that this tug you feel toward 
God is really a call to the ministry. And don’t under- 
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estimate how truly Christian other vocations can be.” 

I feel strongly about this because I have seen trag- 
edy grow out of mistaken “calls” to the ministry. I 
think of a fine engineer who decided to enter the 
ministry in his late 40s. It didn’t work out well. What 
God really wanted of him, I think, was that he become 
a dedicated layman who would apply his Christianity 
in new and creative ways to engineering. 

Because there are misconceptions here, this is a 
subject about which all Christian groups need to do 
more thinking, discussing and experimenting. I know 
of one group that has seen the need of this and is 
doing something about it. At the little Church of the 
Saviour in Washington, D.C. There lay men and 
women are challenged to dedicate their jobs to Christ. 
If they decide to undertake this, they make this a 
definite act of dedication of their work in front of the 
whole congregation. They also promise to share with 
their fellow-members what happens in their job as 
a result of this commitment. 

One of those who made this commitment is a young 
scientist, an oceanographer. “About eight years ago 
my life was turned upside down,” he told me. “I met 
Christ and gave my life to him. And immediately this 
made a difference in my family life and in my work.” 

“Can you tell me just how it affected your work,” 
I asked. 

“I found that I had to try to take all my Christian 
values to work with me. Specifically, I had to try for 
complete fairness in (Continued on page 24) 
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ONCE it was assumed that a man’s religious 
experience was something which occurred chiefly 
outside his working hours. Thus, regardless of his 
employment, he could demonstrate his religious 
commitment and make his Christian witness at church 
on Sunday or in the Wednesday-night prayer meet- 
ing. If his employment was such that he could not 
attend evening meetings or share in public worship 
on Sunday, some would think of him as lacking in 
Christian opportunities. 

Now, as a part of the new emphasis on the place 
of men in the Christian cause, this picture is being 
greatly altered. Today, in hundreds of communities 
it is agreed that what a man does in his factory or 
office is as much a potential witness for Christ as 
what he says in his prayer group Sunday evening at 
the church building. The faithful performance of his 
administrative task in the business office is part of 
what God requires of him, just as truly as is his church 
responsibility. 

This new emphasis on the wholeness of life and 
the relevance of the gospel to every phase of life has 
led to much careful thought on the Christian and 
his daily work. Once, in conferences, it was different, 
with most of the attention given to leisure-time 
activities; today most men’s conferences are based 
upon occupational interests. Presbyterian men, both 
north and south, have been pioneers in considering 
the role of the Christian doctor, the Christian banker, 
the Christian lawyer, the Christian teacher, and so 
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on, but they have been closely followed by other 
denominational groups. 

In all this we have an emphasis which is so helpful 
that it will be retained and enlarged in the days be- 
fore us. This is one of the ways in which Christianity 
is growing, What is significant is not mere increase 
in numbers, but the addition of a new dimension of 
concern. 

A good example of the concern for the employed 
Christian is illustrated in the institute for government 
workers which has been arranged. It is to take over 
The Tower House near Mt. Vernon, Va., for week- 
end institutes. Strong leaders are brought in from 
the outside, but most of the attenders are actual em- 
ployees of the United States Government in the Wash- 
ington area. An effort is made to limit attendance to 
fifteen or twenty deeply concerned men, not one of 
whom is a professionally religious man. Some are 
from the State Department, some from the Pentagon, 
some from the Federal Reserve Board and other agen- 
cies. The hope is to have one or two Congressmen 
present, but the chief interest is not legislative. What 
is expected is new insight into the possibilities of 
Christian witness by modest men in modest govern- 
ment jobs. 

One result of such a conference of men of similar 
occupational interest is that in many cases the men 
who are aroused by the experience take the ideas 
back to their departments where they start local 
groups devoted to (Continued on page 93)

WHEN the Jamieson home, in Oakdale, N. C., burned 
to the ground, fellow churchmembers of Joyce and Wil- 
ton Jamieson did something more than cluck sympatheti- 
cally. 

Instead, they took the precepts of their Christian 
faith to heart, rolled up their sleeves, went to work and 
quickly rebuilt their neighbor’s home. 

Then these good Samaritans proceeded to collect funds 
to refurnish it. Because everything went up in smoke. Noth- 
ing was salvaged, save a clock and some toys. 

And the Jamiesons came perilously close to perishing 
along with their home. But on that fateful morning, Mrs. 
Jamieson was awakened by a voice calling, “Joyce!” 

[t could not have been Wilton, for Joyce was sleeping 
downstairs that night with Becky, 2, who was ill. 

“I heard the voice so plainly,” (Continued on next page)

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she relates. “I decided to go check. At 
the living room door I saw the flames. 
“I know I will always feel the Lord 
spoke to me and wakened me. For 
there were no flames nor smoke near 
enough to have warned me.” 
The Jamiesons belong to Sunset 
Road Baptist Church. One member, 
Wheeler Griffin, a building contractor, 
put into action a thought which was 
probably shared by all the congrega- 
tion. 
He called on everyone to gather at 
the site of the burned home the next 
Saturday and pitch in, under his direc- 
tion, to build a new structure. 
Half of the congregation, which 
numbers about 100, worked every Sat- 
P urday; the women prepared and 
4 brought lunch. The lay pastor, Howard 
‘ Mauldin, was one of the best workers. 
As news of the project spread, do- 
nations of money and materials began 
to come in from other churches, busi- 
ness firms and individuals.

Joyce and Wilton, who had worked 
along with the rest, were brought to 
the point of tears at the dedication— 
and beyond, in Joyce’s case. 

“We are so grateful to every one of 
the good folks who have made this 
possible,” said Wilton, and added, “I 
didn’t know something like this could 
happen. It’s almost unbelievable!” 

It was a typical, old-time, commu- 
nity house-raising, but the first that 
most folks in Oakdale, which is 12 
miles from Charlotte, could recall. 

Yet, by the strangest coincidence, 
the old farmhouse the Jamiesons had 
lived in and which burned, had also 
been built, 60 years before, in a com- 
munity house-raising. ®

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IN THE WORLD of my grandfather's time—northern 
Indiana, 50 years ago—it was traditional that “a 
Dunkard’s word is as good as his bond.” This meant 
as I recall it that a Dunkard (Brethren) never signed 
a note, swore an oath or elaborated his yea or nay. 
His, if he were true to his heritage, was an inner 
integrity based on a clear image of his relationship to 
God and man. 

Specifically, as I recall Dunkard practices, grand- 
father and his peers gave their word when a loan was 
negotiated between neighbors or from the bank and 
that was it. These loans were all character loans and 
understood as such. From time to time grandfather 
approved loans at the Wakarusa, our home town, 
bank for young farmers “starting-up.” It was under- 
stood that he would make good on any loan he ap- 
proved and occasionally he or the church did just that. 

This emphasis on personal integrity had many 
manifestations. It meant among other things the ex- 
pectation of an honest day’s work for an honest day’s 
pay. With my father it was expressed in being on 
the job at threshing time “before the whistle blew.” 
A man who “soldiered” on the job was looked upon 
as deficient in character, not quite honest. 

Believing that their word was as good as their bond 
was reflected in business dealings. When I was a boy, 
we peddled potatoes, usually by the bushel. When 
we packed them the best ones were always put at the 
bottom of the basket, and the measure of a bushel was 
more than generous, When chickens or pigs were 


the basket.” 


sold by my father, the inferior ones were always 
culled out. 

The example of this Dunkard integrity I remember 
most clearly had to do with the bringing of an erring 
brother before the church council for selling a kicking 
horse to an unsuspecting neighbor, the council in- 
sisting in turn that he take the horse back and refund 
the money. On another occasion a brother was dis- 
ciplined for reputedly adding some water to the milk 
he sold and reminded that Brethren do not behave 
that way. 

The Brethren of my youth were inner-directed men 
with clear images of themselves and their community 
supported the image. In spite of the image there were 
occasional deviants, 

The world of my youth was a simple and face-to- 
face world; the world of my maturity is impersonal 
and complex. In my boyhood world when the widows 
needed potatoes or wood or the sick needed a crop 
planted or harvested, grandfather and the deacons 
got together with the neighbors and the needy were 
cared for. Each neighbor gave according to his ability 
and the mission was accomplished. For over 10 years 
of my mature life, on the other hand, I have worked 
with commissions seeking a solution to our problems 
of farm surpluses in a hungry world, and I must con- 
fess, while the ethical imperative to feed the hungry is 
clear, the working plan which will overcome the long- 
term problems of population increase, depressed world 
markets, tariffs and (Continued on page 54) 
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HAVE YOU ever thought about literally blessing the 
person in the adjoining traffic lane instead of criticiz- 
ing him? Have you ever considered making the high- 
way a testing ground for your temper? Have you ever 
looked upon your own driving as a place to put reli- 
gion into practice? 

Questions like these formed the basis of a recent 
inter-religious retreat in California where people got 
together to discuss techniques-to-live-by in our mod- 
ern day. 

It was pointed out that there is a bright side to ow 
driving habits that is not being publicized. Auto 
fatalities have decreased 4 per cent in the past two 
years despite an increase of 2 per cent in the number 
of cars, 3 per cent in the number of miles traveled 
and 2% per cent increase in the nation’s population. 
Part of the reason for safer driving and the confidence 
that an even better record can be established may 
be due to the fact that religion is taking to the road. 
This could be the key to one of our most urgent prob- 
lems: how to behave like human beings when we 
get behind the wheel. 

It was reported that more and more drivers are 
becoming convinced that the only real safeguard 
against violence on the highways is a spiritual ap- 
proach involving respect for life and proper regard 
for the law. Eighty out of every one hundred drivers 
involved in accidents are guilty of violating one or 
more traffic rules. Thirty per cent have been speed- 
ing. Thirty per cent have been drinking. Eighty per 
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cent of all accidents happen on a straight road. With 
these facts in mind, it was agreed that only a change 
in driving habits can bring down the toll and the only 
way these habits can be changed is by the observance 
of a moral and spiritual code. 

To effect this change it was pointed out that a 
number of interesting techniques have been devel- 
oped by individuals and groups of various religious 
persuasions. For example, a great many drivers are 
taking seriously a small card which they fix to the 
visor or the instrument panel of their automobile. 
The card says: “This is God’s car, God's hand is at 
the wheel. God’s law of order and right is manifest 
in all its mechanism. God’s wisdom inspires in the 
driver alertness, good judgment and quick decision. 
God's patience gives him temperance and courtesy.” 

Medals of St. Christopher, miniature figures of 
other saints, and tiny safe-driving medallions are be- 
ing widely used to persuade Roman Catholic car 
owners to reflect on Christian conduct on the road. 
Drivers starting on cross-country trips often begin 
their journeys with prayers for safety and guidance 
along the way. 

The use of affirmations was cited as a constructive 
driving technique. It was suggested that a positive 
thought such as, “God is with me as my strength and 
guide,” be kept in mind and repeated mentally along 
the way. Others, like, “The Spirit of God is with me,” 
or “The love of God surrounds me along my way,” 
are designed to regulate (Continued on next page) 





God’s Order 
For Evangelism 


The command, ‘‘to the Jew first’’ 
(Rom. 1:16) has to do with order, not 
preference. It does not mean that the 
Jew is better than the Gentile or that he 
deserves Christ as Savior one bit more, 
for neither does; but one must begin 
somewhere. In fact, Peter showed as 
much astonishment in learning that the 
Gospel was to be taken to the Gentiles, 
as some Gentiles today show in being 
told that the Gospel is to be taken to 
the Jews.

one’s thinking and provide a sense of 
greater security, courtesy and care. 
One man came up with what he 
called the “worship while you wait” 
idea. He proposed that whenever you 
have to wait for a red light to change, 
you use the time to whisper a sentence 
prayer, such as, “I am grateful to God 
for His love and guidance.” Or, “The 
love of God surrounds all people ev- 
erywhere.” The theory proposed that 
this period of waiting affords a logical 
chance to become mentally attuned to 
thoughts of quietude and gives a driver 
a chance to get his “spiritual bearings.” 
A minister at this inter-religious 
gathering described a technique he 
had observed in an ashram in Pondi- 
cherry, India. Here students were 
given a spiritual object lesson in auto- 
mobiles. As the various parts of the 
car were explained, the students were 
made to realize that the intricate auto- 
motive mechanism is inter-related 
within itself and with the world around 
it. Then the student was taught that 
every driver, every pedestrian as well 
as every other car are linked together 
in a divine plan. He was told about his 
responsibility to the car, was chal- 
lenged to treat it with self-controlled, 
self-respecting judgment, and was 
urged to look upon his mission behind 
the wheel as a religious assignment. 
Drivers of cars testified how they 
had saved themselves from distraction 
and possible accidents. When tensions 
in driving arose, they tried to make 
these moments an opportunity for 
demonstrating spiritual consciousness. 
They said that even a traffic jam offered 
a period for putting one’s religion to 
work! So did other unavoidable delays 
in the steady flow of moving cars. Some 
even went so far as to say a prayer for 
the reckless driver who had just en- 
dangered them. Whatever this did for 


the other driver, the exponents justified 
their experiment by saying it did some- 
thing for them. It gave them poise and 
control behind the wheel. Every time 
they exercised patience and forgiveness 
they gained greater self-mastery. 

One thing was certain, everyone 
agreed that driving these days re- 
quires a discipline, ‘and religion is one 
of our very best disciplinarians. It was 
also a case of, “We have tried every- 
thing else to make our driving safer, 
let’s seriously try religion.” 


Coracxpown policies and stiff sen- 
tences have had little effect in slowing 
down or educating the 82,000,000 of 
us who drive cars. Billboards citing 
fatalities, slogans and predictions about 
the carnage that may be expected over 
holiday week-ends (including Labor 
Day week-end) have proved to be rela- 
tively small deterrents. The real cure 
for reckless driving must get at the 
cause, and the cause is located in im- 
moral and unethical driving conduct 
which can best be corrected and cured 
through a spiritual approach. It was 
decided that the Golden Rule still holds 
the greatest secret. 

The conclusion was that those who 
conscientiously employ religious tech- 
niques find them meaningful and dis- 
cover that they take some of the bite 
out of the annoyances that confront 
every driver. It was reaffirmed that the 
car is a good place in which to begin a 
personal religious adventure because 
we spend as much time in our automo- 
biles as we do at home and certainly a 
good deal more time than we do in 
church. The group was convinced that 
the idea of putting religion on the road 
is sound and that “spiritual safety con- 
trol,” voluntarily and sensibly imposed, 
may be the secret that will eventually 
make our highways truly safe. #

The Catholic Position 


1. The idea of the separation of church and 
state as a “wall of separation” between the 
church and the state is only a metaphor, a 
figure of speech, a slogan, or a shibboleth 
which is not a part of the American tradition 
of constitutional history. 


2. The First Amendment was not intended 
to divorce religion from government or to 
impose government neutrality between be- 
lievers and disbelievers but to meet in a prac- 
tical manner the problems raised by a multi- 
plicity of sects by prohibiting Congress from 
adopting any one religion. 


3. There was no intent on the part of the 
drafter to bar a general support of religion 
by the federal government, and therefore the 
limitation does not prohibit the non-prefer- 
ential expenditure for religious purposes of 
funds raised by federal taxes. 


4. The First Amendment does not bar pref- 
erential treatment of a particular religion or 
sect short of according it monopolistic recog- 
nition. 


Thus, since the constitutional provisions 
were only for equality among believers, the 
Constitution does not in any way guarantee 
freedom of nonbelief. (CATHOLIC LAW- 
YER, Winter, 1960, p. 65) 


WOULD THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH CHANGE THE CONSTITUTION?

of the United States Supreme Court is submitted below. 
That presenting the Catholic position is a statement quoted 
verbatim from the Catholic Lawyer, issue for the Winter 
of 1960, which is described as a “correct explanation of 
the First Amendment.” It would open the way to appro- 
priation of unlimited funds for Catholic schools and for 
the Church itself, declares “preferential treatment” of a 
particular church constitutional, and denies freedom of 
non-belief. The Supreme Court’s position is presented in 
two of that body’s more recent citations bearing upon the 


First Amendment. 


The Supreme Court’s Position 


The “establishment of religion” clause of the First Amend- 
ment means at least this: Neither a state nor the Federal 
Government can set up a church. Neither can pass laws which 
aid one religion, aid all religions, or prefer one religion over 
another. Neither can force nor influence a person to go to 
or to remain away from church against his will or force him to 
profess a belief or disbelief in any religion. No person can be 
punished for entertaining or professing religious beliefs or 
disbeliefs. for church attendance or non-attendance. 


No tax in any amount, large or small, can be levied to sup- 
port any religious activities or institutions, whatever they may 
be called, or whatever form they may adopt to teach or practice 
religion. Neither a state nor the Federal Government can, 
openly or secretly, participate in the affairs of any religious 
organizations or groups and vice versa. In the words of Jeffer- 
son, the clause against establishment of religion by law was 
intended to erect “a wall of separation between Church and 


State.” (EVERSON vs. BOARD OF EDUCATION, 330 U.S. 1) 


Separation means separation, not something less. Jefferson’s 
metaphor in describing the relation between Church and State 
speaks of a “wall of separation” not of a fine line easily over- 
stepped... “The great American principle of eternal separa- 
tion”’—Elihu Root’s phrase bears repetition—is one of the 
vital reliances of our Constitutional system for assuring unities 
among our people stronger than our diversities. It is the Court's 
duty to enforce this principle in its full integrity. (Concurring 
opinion of Justice Felix Frankfurter in McCOLLUM vs. BOARD 
OF EDUCATION, 333 U.S. 203)

my relations with the people in the 
office. I had to develop the capacity 
to take criticism in good humor, and 
conversely take praise lightly. I had 
to lift the job, pray that God would 
use it, make it more than just a mech- 
anism for feeding and clothing my 
family.” 

I asked, “Has God used the job in 
ways that are apparent?” 

“Sure—sometimes they’re even spec- 
tacular. For example I've tried to do 
my part toward putting office conver- 
sation on a higher level. One day, as 
a result, a conversation that started 
with a dirty joke ended up in a con- 
versation on the subject of what men 
should bring to marriage.” 

Sometime after this, I did some pri- 
vate checking on the oceanographer 
and his job. Following this young man’s 
attempt to bring Christ into his work, 
such a new spirit was felt in the office 
that the men were running so far ahead 
of their production schedule that their 
superiors had to ask them to slow 
down! And the quality of work im- 
proved so much that the oceanogra- 
pher was asked to survey the entire 
program. The result was the initiation 
of a series of inter-unit training pro- 
grams. 

Thus, summing up, Christ brought 
two types of changes to this particu- 
lar office. The first was new ideas that 
brought greater creativity and hence 
more productivity. The second, on the 
individual level, more pleasant rela- 
tionships, more mutual concern and 
responsibility. 

I’m certain that this second change 
would apply to all vocations, In Christ’s 
eyes the individual is all-important, 
always has priority. It is interesting 
that in recent years industrial psychol- 
ogists and personnel experts have been 
forced closer and closer to the Chris- 
tian viewpoint in this regard. They 
now know that the human element 
cannot be bypassed, must be carefully 
considered, else both quality and out- 
put of work go sharply downhill. 

This principle is implicit in Chris- 
tianity. Each of us knows that at those 
times when we are alive spiritually, 
we're more aware of individuals —ele- 
vator girls, the laundryman, the clerk 
in the store—as human beings, not 
simply as human machines who serve 
us. 

Another member at the Church of 
the Saviour has experimented with 
taking Christ into student nursing. She 
told me how this transformed the hu- 
man factor in nursing. “How could I 
ever forget the first morning when I 
had to work in the colored men’s ward, 
give them their baths? I was born in 


the deep South, so this was hard for 
me, I admit. I came to the first man, 
his feet sticking out of the bottom of 
the bed, and thought, ‘Lord, help me 
to wash his feet, as if they were Your 
feet. . . .. And somehow that turned 
what might have been a distasteful 
task into a bit of a sacrament.” 

Then she went on to say, “Each 
morning before I went on duty I 
prayed that God would make me 
aware of His presence with me on my 
rounds. First, I found that I couldn’t 
do sloppy work any longer. Take the 
sterilizer, for instance. We were sup- 
posed to leave everything in for 20 
minutes. Most of us cheated on the 
time. Christ wouldn’t let me cheat. I 
had to give it the full time, whether 
anybody was watching or not.” 

The group who have dedicated 
their work to God find that the sharing 
of actual results can be exciting be- 
‘~ause it helps to answer questions 
that haunt us all: Is Jesus’ way really 
impracticable? Is it just for the preach- 
ers and the ivory-tower saints? Would 
it work if applied to everyday life? Is 
there any chance that His way would 
work so well that by not trying it, we 
are missing the biggest adventure of 
all? 

Lay people have a chance to prove 
something here that clergymen do not 
have. And evidence piles up that even 
for the business-man Christ’s way is 
superior to that of the materialist. 

In Italy, Adriano Olivetti, the in- 
dustrialist who makes typewriters, de- 
cided to experiment by taking God as 
his business partner. With his original 
plant at Ivrea in North Italy a success, 
Olivetti made a difficult decision. In- 
stead of just enlarging the plant there, 
he decided to build a new one at 
Puzzuoli in South Italy. His fellow-in- 
dustrialists thought that this was hare- 
brained indeed. They had always con- 
sidered the southern Italians impossible 
business risks with few trained labor- 
ers among them. But that was not all. 
Puzzuoli was the stronghold of the 
Communists, the Reddest district in 
all of Italy. 

But Olivetti was adamant. His view- 
point was that this was what God had 
told him to do, so God must have a 
reason. He took as his motto, “Cast thy 
bread upon the waters, for thou shalt 
find it after many days.” 

Two years after the establishment 
of the plant, impressive facts and fig- 
ures were available. The new plant 
had already doubled its capacity. Even 
within six months the 450 employees 
were turning out a bigger output than 
the workers at the original Ivrea plant. 

This was accomplished by such spe- 
cifics as: 

(1) Light airy workshops, even the 
colors chosen to cut down fatigue and 
accident rate. (Continued on page 49) 
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RELIGIOUS ISSUE 


Mr. Arthur Krock, distinguished editorial writer and 
Washington correspondent of the New York Times, 
is known as an intimate friend of the Massachusetts 
“Kennedy family.” 


In a Life Magazine article captioned: “This Year 


Everybody Cares: Politicians Are Warned Both 
Issues and Leaders Count,” Mr. Krock wrote: “. . . it 
is impossible to foresee events which would restore 
in great measure the international conditions on 
which the Republicans had planned to base their 
greatest claim for continuation in the Presidency. 

“The same can be said of what are known in poli- 
tics as ‘sleeper’ issues. The decisions of the Demo- 
cratic convention could evoke a dangerous one: the 
misnamed ‘religious’ issue, which actually arises 
from the hierarchical and authoritarian nature of 
the Catholic Church in prescribing attitudes on 
questions that enter the area of political action.” 

Later, on July 14, in the issue of the New York 
Times that also carried the story of the nomination 
of Senator Kennedy, Mr. Krock in his column on the 
editorial page wrote: “Close to a first-ballot majority 
of Democratic-convention delegates were committed 
before assembly to a candidate whose nomination 
would have been inconceivable in any previous con- 
vention of the party. Not only is this candidate a 
Roman Catholic, he depends for victory, as these 
lines are written, on leaders of the same faith in 
big-city state delegations where it also is strongly 
represented. . .” 

Mr. Krock was calling attention to the fact that 
the large delegations of New York, Pennsylvania, 
California, Ohio, Illinois, and Massachusetts, as well 
as delegations from other states were controlled or 
led by governors and mayors of Senator Kennedy’s 
Roman Catholic faith. 

Is there what Mr. Krock designates as a mis- 
named “religious” issue? Curtst1AN HERALD believes 


there is. But is it still a “sleeper” issue? 


UNREASONABLE TERMS? 


The trainmen’s strike on the Long Island Railroad, 
which serves half a million commuters every day, is 
referred to editorially by the New York Times as “an 
effort to enforce unreasonable terms by inconven- 
iencing the public.” It is just this attitude on the part 
of certain segments of organized labor in the United 
States that is bringing labor leadership more and 
more into disrepute. Recently a wildcat strike, un- 
authorized by leadership, occurred in the transpor- 
tation system of New York City. The strike itself

failed completely. From the beginning it was re- 
sented by the general public and deplored by those 
who sought to restrain the irresponsible men whe 
brought it about. 

Here in one instance and in the same congested 
area of metropolitan eastern America, we have lead- 
ership responsible for “an effort to enforce unrea- 
sonable terms,” and in the other instance irrespon- 
sible workers themselves disregarding the comfort 
and even the safety of their fellow Americans. 

Commenting upon tlie overall situation produced 
by these strikes, a newspaper editor remarks, “The 
commuter is a patient soul on most transportation 
lines and in most American communities. He has 
to be patient! He also has, curiously enough, some of 
the fortitude of his pioneer predecessors, He doesn’t 
have to fight Indians or fight his way through the 
trackless forest, but what he does do in an emergency 
is remarkable.” 

In a free country no individual can be forced to 
work against his will to work. Here, then, is a di- 
lemma but with a problem that must be solved. 
Those responsible for these two strikes and others 
like them do not help solve our common problem. 


WHAT ABOUT PEACEFUL 
CO-EXISTENCE? 


Is “peaceful” co-existence with either the Soviet 
Union or with China possible? Henry R. Luce, editor 
and principal owner of the multimillion circulation 
magazines Time and Life, in a personal appearance 
before the Senate Subcommittee on National Policy, 
stated that he did not believe peaceful co-existence 
possible. He urged a larger defense appropriation 
and a major federal fall-out shelter program. Specifi- 
cally he recommended that our national purpose 
must be to promote by every honest means the es- 
tablishment of constitutional governments, that is, 
governments which respond to man’s dream of free- 
dom by giving him freedom of the law. By our suc- 
cessful progress toward this goal we shall win the 
Cold War. 

When Mr. Luce was asked by a member of the 
Senate’s committee whether he approved the Sen- 
ate’s action in increasing the defense appropriation 
bill by about a billion dollars, he answered, “I wish 
it had been two billion.” 

Commenting upon the Luce testimony, the editor 
of the Manchester Union Leader wrote, “You can- 
not win a war, hot or cold, by constantly retreating.” 

It should be further noted that Henry Luce is the 
son of missionary parents and was born in a mission- 
ary home in China.

THERE IS A HIGHWAY leading into the city of Youngstown, Ohio, 
known as McGuffey’s Road. It is a memorial to an early settler, “Sandy” 
McGuftey, who laid out the road more than 150 years ago so that his 
wife and children could make their way from the isolated cabin home 
in the Ohio wilderness to church and school in the village of Youngstown. 
The rough road that Sandy McGuffey cut through the forest with 
breaking back and calloused hands, whose building brought him home 
night after night staggering with fatigue, was to extend far beyond 
Youngstown. For over that road his son, William Holmes McGuffey, 
started out on a career that not only blazed an exciting new trail 

in the education of America’s children, but introduced “larnin” : 

to thousands of them as a joyous, never-ending adventure. The 
illiterate, uncouth Sandy McGuftey builded better than he knew. 
Sandy and his wife, Anna, set out from their first home in western 
Pennsylvania about 1800, for the newly-created Northwest 
Territory. “We be Scotch Covenanters,” Sandy stated simply during 

one crisis in his life. “Can do what we must.” And they and their 
neighbors in the wilderness did what they must do to make 
homes and build farms in the virgin Ohio Territory. That meant 
working from early dawn until after dark, fighting back 

the wilderness that constantly pushed in upon them,

SOME TIME AGO, when I announced that I was moving 
from Chicago to Hollywood, California, friends looked 
at me with concern mixed with curiosity. 

“Hollywood! Don’t you know that city is synonymous 
with sin and wickedness?” they asked incredulously. 
“Decent people don’t have a chance there. Just read your 
newspapers! Why, I’ve heard... .” 

Visitors to the “sinema” capital see cocktail lounges and 
glittering night spots, noisy Hollywood Boulevard on a Friday 
or Saturday night, and the traffic jams on the Freeways 
during rush hours, Hollywood and Vine, Grauman’s Chinese 
Theatre with all the fancy footprints, Sunset Strip, 

Moulin Rouge—the whole atmosphere reeks make-believe 
and tinsel, It all seems pretty unholy. But I have learned 
that Hollywood has a holy side, too. 

To most people, Hollywood stands for movie-making. 
Actually many of the studios, and most of the 300 
establishments engaged in some phase of production for 
theaters or television, are not located in Hollywood itself, but 
in and around Los Angeles, from Culver City to Sherman 
Oaks, Fox Hills, Universal City, Burbank and Pasadena. 

The motion picture industry dates back to 1908 
and Colonel Billy Selig who produced a crude movie at 
Eighth and Olive Streets in Los Angeles, Then, two years later, 
Hollywood saw cowboys chasing Indians through its streets 
tor the first time; David and William Horsley from New 
Jersey had rented a barn and put all their savings— 
$2500—into the making of one picture. Their movie was 
a success and the creative stampede started. Hollywood 
counted 4000 residents and no theaters. You could find a few 
houses and rooms for rent; most of them had the sign 
“No dogs—no actors.” 

Fifty years later, the 177,100 residents of Hollywood 
(five and a half million in Los Angeles County) have plenty 
of theaters, but ten times as many churches, According 
to surveys, 70 percent of the motion picture people 
have never been divorced and 60 percent of them attend 
church. Many are devout Christians.

The Holy Side 
of Hollywood 
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A Crash Program 


THE WORLD has arrived at the parting of the ways. Unless enough Americans catch a 
vision of what may be, the world seems to be hurtling toward disaster. Half of the world 
is illiterate. The illiterate people are hungry, and because they are hungry, they are angry 
—and rebellious. It is impossible to have a safe world for anybody while that half of the 
world is illiterate and starving. Our major world dangers are stemming from the miseries 
and angers of the hungry half of the world. 

Our first impulse is to feed them with our surplus grain. But that would not begin to 
meet the need, for there are eight times as many people who go to bed hungry every night 
as the total population of the United States. We could not satisfy their demands. Besides, 
they do not want to be beggars. They want to help themselves, so they will not need char- 
ity. And everybody must agree that this is the only permanent cure. We must share with 
them our know-how. 

Since they are illiterate, we must begin with reading and writing and arithmetic, just 
as we do with our own children. From the first dawn of history all economic progress was

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founded on literacy, The primitive savages of pre-literacy days barely clung to survival against 
the brute forces of nature and wild animals. They were always close to death. But some six 
thousand years ago a few of those primitive people began to record their importants facts with 
symbols and picture writing and to keep permanent accounts. This gave them a stupen- 
dous advantage over people who depended only on fickle fleeting memories. The five or 
ten per cent who could write became the master class. They made laws for their own 
benefit. They made deeds for the land in their own names. They minted the money. They 
organized armies, and controlled the governments. Those who could read were the “have’s” 
and the illiterates were the serfs. Some five or ten per cent owned everything. Ninety-five 
per cent owned nothing—when history lifted her curtain on the human race. It was true 
in Mexico, in China, in Mesopotamia and in Egypt. Then something new happened. 

An Egyptian princess found a beautiful babe in the bulrushes of the Nile River, and 
made him a part of the royal family. Moses became a member of the educated five per 
cent. But he was a Jew, and he finally led the Jews out of Egypt. DeMille—the producer of 
that great picture called “The Ten Commandments” 
—said this was the first instance in history where 
a captive nation tore itself free from its captors. 
It is the first nation, so far as records show, which 
taught all its people to read, so that they could 
read the laws of this educated Moses. Those laws 
for the first time in history gave justice to 100 per 












cent of the people. 






This education gave the average Jew a vast ad- 
vantage over other people. Wherever he migrated 
he became rich and influential because he could 
read and count and engage in accurate business. 
Many Jews took advantage of their superior abili- 
ties to grab power and wealth, and brought down 
persecution on their heads. Others used their edu- 
cation to help their countries, and so were loved 
and honored. (Continued on page 65)

We are fortunate to find so ideal a location already partially equipped with 
basic installations and some buildings. We shall have rustic cabins, each ac- 
commodating 16 boys or girls with their counselors, a dining hall, a recreation 
hall, a chapel, infirmary, boat dock, swimming beach and other facilities— 
ready to receive our children in the June, 1961, opening. 

Since “Mont Lawn” was established in June, 1895, over 65,000 underprivi- 
leged children have received “vacations with a purpose” at no cost to them- 
selves—all the expenses borne by generous, child-loving men and women 
contributing through CuristiAN HERALD magazine. In recent years, the work 
of “Mont Lawn” under the direction of Hubert Mott, former Superintendent 
of Schools of Pleasantville, N.Y., has been broadened by week-end after-sum- 
mer holidays for handicapped children and special groups unable to partici- 
pate during the four regular two-week vacation periods of the summer.

a group of people from the entertain- 
ment world at the Knickerbocker Hotel 
in Hollywood. It was at the Hollywood 
Christian Group that I met Georgia 
Lee, who has appeared in both com- 
mercial and religious movies. 

The group was formed in 1949 with 
15 people, Georgia told me. Now they 
have close to 400 members. Through 
these meetings both she and her hus- 
band, Ralph Hoopes, dedicated their 
lives to Christ. At the time, both were 
working in the usual Hollywood movies. 
Today Ralph Hoopes is assistant pastor 
of the North Hollywood First Presby- 
terian Church as well as advisor to the 
Hollywood Christian Group. 

Here you meet people like Dale 
Evans and Roy Rogers, Connie Haines, 
Jane Russell, Tim Spenser, Joyce Comp- 
ton, John Holland and David Brian, 
who is president for this year. Jimmie 
Dodd of the Mickey Mouse Club; Clay- 
ton Moore, the Lone Ranger; Dick 
Jones who plays Buffalo Bill, Jr. on tele- 
vision, usually attend. 

Whenever Dick Ross is in town you 
will find him there. I saw him just after 
he had returned from Africa where he 
was shooting “Africa on the Bridge,” a 
documentary of Billy Graham’s recent 
African Crusade. Dick has made some 
148 religious productions, both docu- 
mentary and dramatic. Originally 
known as Great Commission Films, his 
company merged in 1956 with Billy 
Graham Films to become World Wide 
Pictures with offices in Sherman Oaks, 
a few minutes away from Hollywood. 

Records indicate that as many de- 
cisions for Christ are registered after 
the showing of the Billy Graham films 
as are garnered from his preaching. 
During the last two years World Wide 
pictures have been shown 10,624 times 
to an estimated 1,730,470 viewers—such 
films as “Mr. Texas,” “Oil Town USA,” 
“Souls in Conflict,” “Miracle in Man- 
hattan.” As a result, 8,100 persons indi- 
cated decisions for Christ. 

“Shadow of the Boomerang,” dra- 
matic feature to be released this fall, 
was filmed in Australia with Georgia 
Lee and Dick Jones. It tells the story 
of two young Americans who manage 
an Australian outback cattle property 
in which their father has an interest. 
The headstrong brother learns the hard 
and painful way that standing on your 
own two feet does not mean standing 
on other people’s toes. After tremen- 
dous conflict he happens to listen to 
Billy Graham during his Australian 
Crusade, and this alters his life as well 
as that of his sister. The acting is pro- 
fessional, the story comes alive on the 
screen, and the photography is superb. 
Today’s Christian films are not drab. 


Many of the religious films are non- 
denominational, including those pro- 
duced by the Moody Institute of 
Science in Los Angeles. Director Irwin 
A. Moon, both a scientist and an or- 
dained minister, turns his cameras and 
attention toward science and creation, 
believing many questions about faith 
can be answered with first-centiiry Gos- 
pel and twentieth-century science. 

Since 1945 when the Moody Insti- 
tute of Science (an affiliate of Chicago’s 
Moody Bible Institute ) was formed, Dr. 
Moon has produced a total of 86 films 
and 56 filmstrips for Sunday schools, 
churches and schools. His second film, 
“God of Creation” was a full-color fea- 
ture that proved to be a sensation partly 
because of the time-lapse photography 
which showed flowers opening before 
the viewers’ eyes. 

Their 1960 release is a one-hour, full- 
color film about the wonder of our 
senses, titled “Windows of the Soul,” 
the result of more than two vears of re- 
search and experimentation, More is on 
the agenda for 1961; Dr. Moon left last 
May with Dr. George Speake to gather 
footage and research for “Signposts of 
Lofts,” and “Ancient Civilizations.” 
They are also preparing a picture of 
world-wide missions. 

Moody films are popular with stu- 
dents. An estimated 10,000,000 in the 
Air Force alone see the “Sermons from 
Science” in a year. In 1958 their 13 
television films were used on a sustain- 
ing basis by 109 TV stations. The Insti- 
tute receives as many as 55,000 letters 
a year, indicating a viewing audience 
of approximately 22,500,000. 

Way back in 1948, Hollywood movie- 
makers could not see religious films for 
the smog. That is when a young man 
arrived from Red Wing, Minnesota, a 
newly ordained Episcopal clergyman 
by the name of James K. Friedrich. He 
wanted to prove to the world that 
people do want religious films and that 
they can be a tremendous force in re- 
ligious education. Against everybody’s 
advice except his wife’s, he formed 
Cathedral Films as a non-profit organi- 
zation to carry out his ideas. 

At that time there were approxi- 
mately 25 soundfilm projectors in 
America’s churches, Dr. Friedrich 
seems to have proved his point, because 
last year an estimated 120,800 churches 
owned motion picture projectors. 

Now located in Burbank, Cathedral 
has produced 75 movies and 175 film- 
strips during its 22 years. Letters com- 
ing to the office tell of tremendous in- 
creases in church and Sunday-school 
attendance attributable to the use of 
films and filmstrips. 

“We have permanently increased 
church attendance and membership 
through the use of religious films such 
as Cathedral's Film Festival ‘The Liv-

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WHEN MY WIFE and I treated ourselves to an eagerly anticipated month-long New 
England motor trip last summer, our plans were simple. We would drive until we came 
to a spot that looked interesting, and then pack up and leave when the nomadic spirit 
moved us again. Other than this, I had little in mind—except to soak up no less than 
nine luxurious hours of sleep a night. But here I was reckoning without Mother Nature. 

This is the way it happened. We spent our first night in a guest lodge on the thickly 
wooded shore of Lake George. We both were stiff and tired from the day’s driving but 
even so, before turning in, we took a moment to stand out on our balcony overlooking 
the moon-streaked lake and marvel at the peacefulness of the Adirondack Mountain 
night. 

The morning, however, was another sort of marvel entirely. 1 was abruptly awakened 
at 5:30 by a twittering chorus of birds, close and loud. I glanced over at my wife, but 
she slept on, undisturbed.

ST LENCE | 
AND GOD 


SILENCE in the modern world is often 
hard to come by, but if we want it 
enough we can get it. The question is 
whether we know what to do with it. 
Do we realize that it is an attribute of 
God, one of His greatest gifts to man- 
kind, the best of medicines for the soul? 
Or is it true of us that the moment the 
noise about us stops we become uncom- 
fortable and ill at easeP If nobody is 
at hand do we reach out instinctively 
to the radio or television? If somebody 
is at hand do we feel that we must 
say something, even though it is the 
merest inanity? Cities seem to breed 
compulsive talkers who suffer from a 
chronic rush of words to the mouth. 
Let two of them get together and they 
barely give each other time to take 
breath; the chatter goes on and on. 

The price that has to be paid for this 
sort of thing is heavy. We hurry along 
the surface of life, rarely allowing our- 
selves time to stop or think or pray. 
Is it surprising that many of us are 
touchy, nervous, dependent on barbi- 
turates or alcohol, highly-strung, a 
strain on others and a problem to our- 
selves? 

If we learn how to use silence we 
shall neither be embarrassed by it nor 
afraid of it. The Bible urges it upon us 
over and over again. “Study to be 
quiet.”. “Commune with your own 


heart and be still.” “Stand still and see 
the salvation of God.” “Be still and 
know that I am God.” Elijah found 
that the Lord was not in the whirlwind, 
nor in the earthquake, nor in the fire, 
but in the still small voice. Isaiah 
learned that “in quietness and confi- 
dence” lay the sources of his strength. 
The poets speak to the same effect. 

What is this life if full of care, 

We have no time to stand and stare, 

No time to stand beneath the boughs 

And stare as long as sheep and cows. 

A poor life this if, full of care, 

We have no time to stand and stare. 
The saints and mystics of every age 
unite in testifying that silence is an 
indispensable condition of spiritual 
knowledge, that without it we cannot 
call our souls our own, that “a man 
does not see himself in running water 
but still water,” that spiritual realities 
do not shriek or shout but that God is 
waiting in the depths of our being to 
talk to us if we will only “wash our 
souls with silence.” 

Silence has therapeutic and recrea- 
tive value. This is borne out by the fact 
that generation after generation men 
have found and known God in it. What- 
ever there was of genius, vision or 
power in their work was wrought in 
silence. Nansen, the explorer, in an ad-

to university students, gave it as his 
judgment that the world’s redemption 
would not come from the noisy centers 
of civilization but from the lonely 
places. He made the point that the great 
reformers who have left their mark on 
history came out of seclusion and soli- 
tude. Have you ever thought of that? 

Out of the silences have come the 
great thinkers, the great prophets, the 
great leaders, If you read their stories 
you will find that it was there, in the 
voiceless quiet, that they heard other 
voices speak—Moses from the back of 
the desert, Amos from the hillside, Paul 
from Arabia, Luther from his monk’s 
cell, Joan of Arc from among the fields 
—foremost among them all Jesus from 
the seclusion of Nazareth and from 
His forty days and nights in the wild- 
erness. 

Do we not make a mistake when we 
talk of the three years’ ministry of Jesus? 
The phrase is useful, but it may mislead 
us. It may incline us to overlook the 
thirty years of life that went before 
and that were an essential part of that 
ministry. Jesus served God and man by 
a long apprenticeship of silence. Think 
of it! Ten years of silence for one of 
speech; ten years of learning for one of 
teaching; ten years of preparation for 
one of service—as we reckon service. 
For thirty years hardly a whisper con- 
cerning Jesus crossed the rim of the 
Nazareth hills to be heard in the wider 
world beyond. 

One of the most impressive features 
of the teaching of Jesus is His insistence 
on the need of solitude and stillness. 
He did not leave many directions con- 
cerning the method of prayer but He 
did urge that it should be offered in 
quietness. “When you pray, go into your 
room and shut the door and pray to 
your Father who is in secret.” It is the 
problem of many a crowded city home 
that it offers so little opportunity of sit- 
ting quietly in a room alone. All man’s 
miseries, Pascal thought, come from not 
being able to do that. 

Today more than ever we need to 
withdraw from the world without to 
the world within. The pressure of life is 
harder than it has ever been. The pace 
is quicker, Cities are noisier, Life for 
many of us has lost serenity and stabil- 
ity. We are restless because we are 
rootless. In the ceaseless round of act- 
ivities we lose touch with God. 

He is a theory that explains life 
rather than a Presence that ennobles it. 
Above other priorities in days like these 
we need detachment—time to be “alone 
with the Alone.” We need to go into our 
room, shut the door, and pray to our 
Father in secret. 

This was part of the secret of Jesus. 


He sought privacy and seclusion repeat- 
edly. “Come apart and rest awhile” 
was His exhortation to His followers. 
Even in the Garden of Gethsemane He 
said to Peter, James and John, “Sit down 
here, whilst I go yonder and _ there 
pray.” If He had an important decision 
to make, He prefaced it by keeping 
vigil with His soul. If He had grown 
tired, having spent Himself in the serv- 
ice of others, He slipped away for re- 
freshment and renewal to the lake or 
the mountain side. 

There came a day when He saw that 
the people were resolved to take Him 
by force and make Him a king; the 
evening of that day found Him on a 
mountain alone. This was why He came 
out of the silence serene, self-possessed 
and sure of God. 

If He found it necessary to guard 
jealously the time for quiet and reflec- 
tion, if He had to be alone to keep 
His soul steady, how much more do 
we? It is not only the health of body 
and soul and the state of our nerves 
that depend on it; something much 
deeper is at stake. Until we know God 
and are sure of Him, we have no fixed 
point in life, no wall, amid the pressure 
of things, against which to put our back. 
But we cannot know God if we are 
always in motion, caught up in and 
held prisoners by the rush and pace 
of life. It is when we go into our room 
and shut the door that God has an op- 
portunity to become real to us. In quiet- 
ness God speaks, if we will listen 
patiently and honestly. It is within the 
soul He makes Himself known to us. 

We attend church, in groups we dis- 
cuss the Christian religion, we try to 
keep abreast of things in our reading, 
but do we visit often enough the place 
where more than any other God is to 
be found—the world within our souls? 

“Be still and know that I am God.” 
That demand for inner quietness holds 
more strongly than ever, Astronauts are 
the heroes of adolescents. What a thrill 
to journey into outer space, to land on 
the moon! The greatest adventure we 
can make is not in the world without. 
It is to shut the door and enter the world 
within, where God waits to speak to us. 

So stop, think, pray. Do not be al- 
ways in such a hurry, You know well, 
when you do stop and take stock, that 
you are not satisfied. There is something 
wanting. It is the craving which God 
has put into you because He wishes 
to satisfy it with Himself. If you can- 
not find God, it is perhaps because He is 
at home, while you are abroad; He is 
ready for you, but you are too busy to 
attend to Him. 

What I am advocating is that we 
should moderate the pace at which we 
are living. Too many of us are in top 
gear, at high pressure, which in itself 
is indicative of perilous strain. Buddha

ing Christ,’ because many people came 
to see it who did not belong to our 
church—and later joined us,” said Rev. 
Donald Halboth, minister of La Habra 
Hills Presbyterian Church, “We had an 
increase of 17 per cent during the 
showing of the Film Festival: Our mem- 
bership had increased from 190 in Jan- 
uary to 215 in September when we 
started to show the series, When the 
3-month series ended in December we 
counted 249 adult members. Right now 
we have 100 new applications and have 
a total of 583 children and adult con- 
gregation, We believe this is a direct 
result of the many new people who 
came into our church during the Film 
Festival and remained with us.” 

Cathedral’s film festival consists of 
12 half-hour films on the life of Christ 
plus educational material and discus- 
sion guides. There is also a followup 
series on the life of St. Paul. “Parables 
from Nature” for church-school chil- 
dren is over four years old and still in 
great demand. Feature films include “I 
Behold His Glory,” “The Great Com- 
mandment,” and “Day of Triumph.” 

During 1960 Cathedral will release 
around 50 filmstrips and 10 motion pic- 
tures, among them “Beyond a Doubt,” 
“The Great Challenge” and “The 
Choice Is Mine,” released through 200 
independent distributors and 300 re- 
ligious bookstores and film libraries. 

On Santa Monica Boulevard, just a 
few minutes away from Hollywood and 
Vine is 11-year-old Family Films which 
has 400 pictures to its record. Just two 
years ago Family went into production 
of filmstrips and already has 91 on the 
market with 31 planned for 1960. 

Approximately 60 per cent of the 
output of Family Films is for religious 
organizations, according to general 
manager Sam Hersh, They produced 
“The Power of the Resurrection” for the 
National Council of Churches, shown 
on TV at Eastertime for the last two 
years. A very popular film they made 
for the Lutheran Church several years 
ago is “The Unfinished Task.” 

Donald R. Lantz, Family Films’ re- 
ligious education director feels that 
churches are particularly interested in 
good material to help their youth work, 
so they are attempting to meet this need 
with modern-day inspirational films. 

I walked into the studio while they 
were shooting a teen-age film. The 
stage looked like any other Hollywood 
movie set. “Take One—” came the call 
and everything was quiet except the 
voices of the two young actresses. It 
was all professional from the acting to 
the camera and sound crew. 

Of the ten movies in production for 
Family’s 1960 release, three cover teen- 


age problems; seven are for the Bible 
Lands series. Television film are an im- 
portant part of the production here. 
For the Southern Baptist Convention 
they produce films for the popular TV 
series, “The Answer.” Even better 
known is the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod program, “This Is the Life” 
which Family has produced for the past 
nine years. Herman Gockel, religious 
director of the program, flies in from St. 
Louis for the filming of the 26 yearly 
episodes, which are rotated to fill out 
a year’s TV showing. These films are 
also available for rental by churches. 

Among the smaller religious film pro- 
ducers is Alpha-Omega Productions, of 
Eagle Rock, formed in 1958 by Ray 
Story and Clair Jantzen, while still in 
their twenties. They have one docu- 
mentary and two dramatic films to their 
credit. “Time Out,” to be released this 
fall, is a half-hour dramatic documen- 
tary using Lutheran students of UCLA 
and USC as actors and set builders. A 
film for pre-college students, it demon- 
strates the importance of religious life 
on a campus, 


VY ILLIAM BRUSSEAU is the own- 
er-director-manager of Westminster 
Films with a record of 70 religious mo- 
tion pictures during the last ten years, 
as well as numerous color slides for 
Bible studies. Among the films on their 
1960 production schedule, “Riptide,” 
and “Sudan Interior Missions” have al- 
ready been released. Westminster made 
the very effective “Cry in the Night” 
for World Vision several years ago. 

I found that Paul Heard, who pro- 
duced “The Broken Mask” and “City 
Story” for the National Council of 
Churches, also lives in Hollywood. 
He is making a film for the Presbyterian 
Church and will start soon on one for 
the Congregational Church and later 
another nondenominational film. 

Although it was only five years ago 
that Film Productions International was 
formed in Burbank, it is already known 
for its 30-minute missionary color films 
such as “Household of Faith” filmed for 
the National Council. Two other re- 
leases are “Mid-East Profile” and “Face 
of Jeopardy.” Several untitled films are 
in production right now. 

Many have seen “Angel in Ebony” 
and “Suicide Mountain,” both produced 
by Missions Visualized in Burbank. 
Most of their production consists of de- 
nominational films made overseas, ac- 
cording to Kenn Carmichael, writer-di- 
rector of the 11-year-old organization. 

“Mark of the Hawk,” which many 
have seen in commercial theaters since 
its release in 1958, was made by Lloyd 
Young & Associates in connection with 
the Presbyterian Church, This year the 
film was also released in 16mm size for 
church use. 

Christian Mission Films in Holly- 
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wood is a small religious producer 
which has been in business for 15 years. 
Richard Bemiller, ministry manager, 
announces no new release for 1960, but 
filmstrips “Easter Story” and “The First 
Thanksgiving” are getting a good run 
as well as the animated series “Bible on 
Film.” 

It is surprising, perhaps, that there 
are so many religious film producers in 
Hollywood, but here professional talent 
is readily available along with experi- 
enced movie crews, large studio loca- 
tions and countryside that resembles 
the Holy Land. When you come on lo- 
cation, you discover that the workday 
starts with a prayer. People are more 
even-tempered than on an average 
movie set and swearing is something 
you just never hear. 

Of course there are religious movies 
being made many miles from Holly- 
wood, California, too. Unusual Films in 
Greenville, South Carolina, uses Bob 
Jones University students in almost all 
phases of its operation. Best known for 
feature-length “Wine of Morning,” this 
company had a short film selected for 


‘showing at the Cannes Film Festival 


several years ago and also produces 
filmed sermons for TV. 

Gospel Films in Muskegon, Michi- 
gan, continues to turn out dramatic 
films with special interest for teenagers. 
Titles have youth appeal: “Seventeen,” 
“Silent Witness,” “Preacher’s Kid,” “Go- 
ing Steady,” “Teen-Age Rock.” They 
also have two adult features. 

The only large denominational film 
producer in the U.S, (Canada’s United 
Church has Berkeley Studios in To- 
ronto) is the Television, Radio and Film 
Commission of the Methodist Church, 
in Nashville, Tennessee. This group 
prepares films for use in the denomina- 
tion and by other groups, released 
through the National Council’s Broad- 
casting and Film Commission. Since its 
formation in 1956, TRAFCO has pro- 
duced 15 films for church use, 19 sound 
filmstrips and 26 TV films for the high- 
ly effective “Talk Back” series. Newest 
project is a children’s TV series, to go 
into production this summer. 

All together 227 religious films were 
produced in the United States during 
1959, according to surveys. It has 
amazed many people that Hollywood's 
“sedate cousin” as the religious movie 
industry has been called, should come 
up with nearly as many films as the 
movie moguls, who produced 230 fea- 
ture movies during the same time. 

There is plenty of make-believe and 
artificiality in the glamour capital, if 
that is what you are looking for—but 
there is also sincerity and dedication. 
Alongside those who are working hard- 
est to make big names for themselves 
are those who are working to build the 
Kingdom of God. Yes, there is a holy 
side to Hollywood. = 
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of Columbo, Ceylon, who 
now is a happy and healthy lit- 
tle girl of eleven. But she could 
not walk i:ntil she was seven 
due to malnutrition. She was a 
deserted child left like an ani- 
mal to forage for herself, 
When admitted to a CCF affil- 
iated Ceylon Home, she could 
hardly sit up and could only 
slowly, by holding on to some- 
thing, struggle up on her feet 
and stand on legs that trembled 
under her pitifully thin body. 
She has a bright, alert mind, a 
winsome personality and her 
little heart is as warm and kind 
as an angel's,

I lay there for a while hoping the 
birds would go away, but they didn’t. 
I tried to ignore them, but I couldn't. 
Eventually I decided to try to make 
the best of it, so I got up and dressed 
to go for a walk. And that, in effect, 
is how I was led to rediscover the lost 
art of getting up early. 

The sun had not yet risen when I 
stepped outside. I could see long swirls 
of delicate, lace-like mist drifting in off 
the lake. Nearby, an astonished fawn- 
colored rabbit twitched first its nose 
then its scrubby little tail at me as it 
bounced beneath a bush. Then the 
birds and everything else, myself in- 
cluded, fell suddenly still for one long 
moment, and the sun rose. It was excit- 
ing in a quiet but deeply satisfying way. 
Afterward, I tramped through the 
woods for two solid hours that morn- 
ing and returned with a breakfast ap- 
petite I hadn’t known for years. 

And so—with the help of the feath- 
ered residents of Maine, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and New York—I fell into a new sleep 
pattern. I turned in before midnight 
and rose at dawn to take early-morning 
rambles through forests of birch trees 
looking pale and ghostly at first light, 
or along deserted lengths of glistening, 
untracked beach. Other times, when we 
were staying in little fishing villages, 
I'd pick my way through the morning 
fog down to the waterfront and watch 
the local fishermen, all done up in 
slickers and caps to match, load their 
nets and set out for the day’s catch. 

Whatever I did, the world looked 
different to me during those early hours. 
Everything seems so fresh when you 
wake with the sun. It gave me a feeling 
of rebirth, of oneness with myself and 
with nature, Above all, it provided me 
with the opportunity and the stimulus 
for reflection and self-evaluation—some- 
thing that is quite rare these hurried 
days. I resolved to continue my new 
earlybird routine when I got back to 
New York and my work. 

Like most people, I had always found 
my days too short for doing all the 
things I wanted to do. There was never 
time beyond the hours demanded by 
my magazine writing, for example, to 
work on books and plays. Not having 
enough time was a common enough 
complaint; most people felt that way. 
What was uncommon was the discovery 
that I could do something about it. 
Which brings up this important point: 
rising early is the only sure way to 
lengthen your life. 

I soon discovered that an hour in 
the early part of the day is worth at 
least two hours later on. I am by no 
means the first to make this discovery. 


Harry Truman has been an early riser 
all his life. Bernard Berenson, the late 
art historian and critic, awakened reg- 
ularly at 6 a.m.—right up to his death 
in 1959 at the age of 94, “The worst 
thing about getting to my age,” said 
this incredibly vital man on the occasion 
of his 90th birthday, “is that I have to 
waste so much time resting. I resent it, 
for there is so much to be done.” 

But perhaps first prize for this sort 
of thing belongs to the late historian, 
Douglas Southall Freeman, author of 
the Pulitzer Prize-winning four-volume 
biography of Robert E. Lee and a six- 
volume life of George Washington, For 
some 25 years, Freeman got up before 
3:00 a.m., cooked his own breakfast, 
drove to the office of his newspaper at 
4:00 where he wrote editorials, deliv- 
ered two 15-minute news broadcasts 
daily and attended to office matters and 
correspondence. At 3:00 in the after- 
noon, this richly determined man re- 
sumed work on his monumental his- 
tories for two-and-a-half hours, then 


dinner with his family, and bedtime. 


around 7:30 or 8 p.m. This was truly, 
as he himself remarked, “an adventure 
with the clock.” 


Waren I first mastered the art of 
early rising I’m afraid our friends must 
have thought me pretty insufferable. 
For a while I talked about it so lengthily 
that it was as if I were running for 
office and early-rising was my platform. 
But as it turned out, there was little 
danger of my becoming too smug about 
getting up early. For as I talked to 
friends and persons I met through my 
work, I was surprised to find that I by 
no means had the field entirely to my- 
self. For example, an editor I work with 
is also a lyricist who has contributed 
steadily to a number of Broadway re- 
vues over the past few years, His par- 
ticular solution of the time-for-work 
problem is to rise at 6, check in at his 
office by 8, and then tap out the words 
for songs until 9:30. Then he puts on 
his other hat and devotes himself to 
magazine business the rest of the day. 

Then there’s a promising young sales 
executive I know who gives early rising 
the entire credit for his present measure 
of success. According to him, it takes 
most people several hours after waking 
to really get started working efficiently. 
For this reason, he always makes sure 
he’s at his desk no later than eight. He 
says this gives him time to think and 
plan his day before pressures and phone 
calls begin rolling in. It also gives him 
a commanding head start over his co- 
workers: by 10 a.m., he’s been up for 
four or five hours, instead of only two, 
and he’s well launched, with the bulk 
of the business day still ahead of him. 

“Getting ahead” is not the only rea- 
son people become early-risers, I dis- 
covered. There are other rewards, I 
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know one housewife, for instance, who 
slips out of bed and downstairs an hour 
and a half before it’s time for her to 
start breakfast for her husband and 
three children. Her main reason is to 
have a little extra time to herself. Dur- 
ing cold weather, she usually sinks back 
into an easy chair with a book until 
she hears her family begin to stir; in 
the spring, she gardens. “I believe 
everyone ought to have a little corner 
of the day to call his very own,” she 
told me. “Waking up early is my way of 
getting it.” 

A classmate of mine who is now a 
mining engineer writes me that he, too, 
gets up early—to work on a correspon- 
dence course he is taking, “But some- 
times,” he said, “I use this uncluttered 
time to read the Bible and ponder about 
life: how best I can live it, best keep 
to the fine fundamentals we were 
brought up on as kids, And like you, 
I often take rambling walks to clear my 
head, fill my lungs full of fresh air be- 
fore going under the earth.” 

Dawn has always been a special hour 
for meditation and worship as all who 


“have attended early services can attest. 


Clergymen give two reasons for this: 
First, there is something symbolic about 
communing with God at the exact in- 
stant day is breaking over the land He 
made. The rising sun naturally leads 
one’s thoughts to fresh beginnings, to 
new hopes. Second, early rising re- 
quires a special effort. By making it, 
you are reminded of the value of dis- 
cipline and given an instantaneous re- 
ward for good behavior. 

Others have found that early rising 
can enrich family life. One suburban 
couple we know makes a point of spend- 
ing the early part of the morning with 
their two youngsters. The father, like 
many another commuter, doesn’t get 
home in the evening until after the 
children’s bedtime. “For a while there,” 
he says, “I was only catching sidelong 
glimpses of my offspring as I hurried 
through shaving, sped through break- 
fast and raced out the door to drive to 
the station, Since I didn’t see them at 
all at night, I got to thinking that I 
might not have my first good look at 
them until they were around 10 years 
old. Then we hit on the idea of setting 
the alarm clock forward for the whole 
family, Children are natural early-birds 
anyway so they didn’t mind, and we 
soon got used to it ourselves, Putting 
‘the children’s hour’ in the morning has 
given us all a new and rewarding re- 
lationship. I've come to know my kids 
as I never did before.” 

The nine-year-old son of another 
early-rising commuting couple told me 
that he prefers “shooting the breeze” 
with his father in the morning rather 
than at the end of the day. “Oh, you 
know,” the boy said, “he comes home

(2) The building of model houses 
with tiled baths, TV and gardens. 

(3) The building of two churches, 
a shopping-center, pool, public library 
and a hospital for the workers. 

(4) Workers were urged to suggest 
speed-up operations, improvements, or 
other innovations. If accepted, the 
worker received a promotion and a 
cash bonus, plus half of the saving the 
new venture netted the first year. 

(5) Mixed-management labor 
boards, each with an equal voice, run 
retirement and housing funds and 
technical course open to employees. 

It’s easy to see why “the boss” is a 
beloved man in Puzzuoli. And not long 
ago, Olivetti knew that he had found 
again his bread cast upon the waters, 
when his thousand workers voted 
unanimously to replace the picture of 
Stalin with that of Jesus Christ. 

Perhaps the richest find that bread 
upon the waters brings is that of joy in 

"one’s daily work. Surely one of the 
tragedies of our time is that a highly 
industrialized and urbanized society 
has robbed millions of deep vocational 
satisfaction. God means for us to find 
the task that gives us the most joy to 
do. Then His plan is that monetary 


reward should come to us purely as a 
dividend. 

When we mistakenly put the cart 
before the horse and pick our jobs 
primarily for the material rewards, 
something devastating happens. Some 
shining quality goes out of work. Then 
we wonder why life holds so little ex- 
citement and why the things that we 
buy give us limited satisfaction. We 
forget that “the chief end of man is 
to glorify God and to enjoy Him for- 
ever.” And we forget that it is only 
as we seek to glorify God in our daily 
work that enjoyment of God and of 
life, even of ourselves, is possible. 

Not many of us can take God as a 
partner in a large industry. But each 
of us has daily work. And if you want 
new zest in life, try the adventure of 
dedicating that work to God. 

Surprises will be in store for you. 
Don’t be alarmed if God suggests to 
you altogether new ways of doing old 
tasks. Be certain that He will insist on 
a new quality in your human relation- 
ships. Be sure that He will ask you to 
give more of yourself. But you can be 
equally certain that the dividends will 
be beyond reckoning. 

And when you have made this ex- 
periment, share what you have learned 
with fellow trail-blazers also striving 
in the direction ef making every pro- 
fession and vocation Christian. ®

said about his day, so seemingly placid 
when compared with our jet age, that 
one of the greatest dangers man has 
to encounter is flurry and worry, the 
hustling of mind and body, the tension 
that leaves the nerves taut. 

“But Southey,” friends asked the 
British poet-laureate when he told them 
that he gave so many hours a day to 
reading, so many to writing, and so 
many more to correcting proofs, “when 
do you think?” 

The world can so eat its way into 
our working hours that the soul is for- 
gotten. We can’t get the best out of life 
or put our best into it if we are always 
on the stretch. Because we live in a 
noisy world and among crowds of hur- 
rying, pushing mortals we owe it to 
ourselves to set up a silence zone some- 
where in every day. It will not be done 
without resolution and determination. 
If it is to become a lifelong habit it 
will call for strenuous self-discipline. To 
begin with, it may be irksome and dis- 
turbing, but if we persist, the healing 
of it, the inspiration of it, will settle 
on our soul. We shall feel the invigor- 
ation of it and begin to get a grip on 
ourselves. We shall acquire deeper in- 
sight into the meaning and mystery of 
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existence and a securer hold on good- 
ness and God. 

To be alone and still for a period 
every day is an experiment worth try- 
ing. Even if external quiet is impossi- 
ble, interior need not be. Listen to 
Marcus Aurelius: “Men seek out re- 
treats for themselves, cottages in the 
country, lonely seashores and moun- 
tains. Thou, too, art disposed to hanker 
after such things; and yet this is quite 
unnecessary, for it is in thy power 
whenever thou wilt to retire into thy- 
self. No place is quieter...” 

Listen to the testimony of Brother 
Lawrence: “The time of business does 
not with me differ from the time of 
prayer, and in the noise and clatter of 
my kitchen, while several persons are 
at the same time calling for different 
things, I possess God in as great tran- 
quility as if I were upon my knees at 
the Blessed Sacrament.” 

If we discipline ourselves, above the 
babble of the world’s voices we shall 
hear other voices coming from dis- 
tances and depths where there is peace. 
One voice above all we should school 
ourselves to hear—the voice that An- 
drew heard by the Galilean lake and 
John in sea-girt Patmos: “Behold, I 
stand at the door and knock; if any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will come in to him, and will sup 
with him, and he with me.” #8

BLUE-WATER BOUNDARY, by Alida 
Malkus (Hastings, N. Y., 308 pp., $6.50). 


The editorial content of this volume is 
dramatic, colorful and historically factual.

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right time to make a vivid contribution to 
the epic story of the St. Lawrence Water- 
way.—D.A.P. 


BRASS-KNUCKLE CRUSADE, by Carle- 
ton Beals (Hastings, N.Y., 312 pp., 
$5.95). 


The Know-Nothing Movement of 1820- 
1860, with all its corollaries and with many 
illustrations, make this an exciting volume 
that the publishers believe has special 
meaning for this election year, The author, 
who claims that Carrie Nation was his 
baby sitter, covers everything but is, I 
think, particularly gentle with the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, as gentle as he is some 
times violent with distinguished Protestant 
clergymen of their time. 

One of the most vivid paragraphs of his 
book deals with the aggressive Roman 
Catholic Bishop Hughes of New York City, 
who is described as giving lip service only 
to the American doctrine of freedom. 

Here is a choice mixed metaphor, a 
quotation: “When a politician begins 
rocking the cradle of orphans with one 
foot and wiping the tears of widows away 
with the other, watch out! He has both 
hands free to steal your watch.” 

Though I resent some things between 
these backs, I find it rather exciting read- 
ing.—D.A.P. 












WITH THE HOLY SPIRIT AND WITH 
FIRE, by Samuel M. Shoemaker (Har- 
per, N.Y., 127 pp., $2.50). 


A characteristic Sam Shoemaker vol- 
ume. The author is “bluntly critical” of 
the superficial in much of present-day 
church life. He challenges, too, depth and 
reality in Christian living. The pages are 
filled with inspiring examples.—D.A.P. 


THE WILL TO BELIEVE, by Marcus 


Bach (Denison, Minneapolis, 176 pp.,

breadth, height and depth are character- 
istic_of this volume.

THE NUNNERY, by Dorothy Charques

Cultured fine writing at its best, The 
Nunnery is another distinguished achieve- 
ment of a worthy and increasingly popular 
author. The scenes are laid in the reign 
of Henry VIII—the incredible monarch 
who destroyed the wives of whom he tired 
and prostituted Christian faith to his avar- 
ice and sensuality. 

But the novel justifies no offense being 
taken by either Catholic or Protestant. It 
is completely fair and objective in treating 
the basic acts and interests of the period. 
And the major love story is fascinating 
and convincing. 

The loyalty of the dissenters, those who 
were of the royal breed of Protestant pio- 
neers and martyrs, is particularly moving 
as the plot unfolds. 

By all the tests here is a tremendous

THE EMPHASIZED BIBLE, by Joseph

transportation, is yet unfound. There- 
fore, it seems to me, the most significant 
challenge of our time is to learn how we 
can give meaning to the Judeo-Chris- 
tian ethic—a face-to-face ethic, and one 
which nurtured me in face-to-face re- 
lationships—in a world increasingly 
complex with decisions. 

This complex world is one which 
demands even greater integrity than 
my boyhood face-to-face world. It was 
my privilege to spend six years of my 
life fighting corrupt politicians in Chi- 
cago, who were despoiling our school- 
system, and 12 years as a labor lobbyist 
while a staff expert for the labor move- 
ment. I have attended many conven- 
tions: labor, political and denomina- 
tional. Sometimes, when tired and 
despondent, I agree with Lord Acton’s 
dictum “that power tends to corrupt, 
and absolute power tends to corrupt 
absolutely.” But before I am overcome 
by cynicism, I recall the teaching of my 
forebears that our yea should be yea 
and our nay, nay and anything more 
than that was of the devil. 

Therefore, as I reflect on my con- 
trasting worlds, I conclude that the 
more complex the relationships, the 
greater the need for integrity. To be 
frank, I also conclude from my expe- 
riences in the rough and tumble world, 
that it was easier to be a Brethren in 
the uncomplicated world of my youth 
than today. I have much more respect 
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for the man who resists temptation sur- 
rounded by the opportunities to exploit 
power than the virtuous whose good- 
ness is marked by lack of opportunity 
to be otherwise. 

Of course, the involved man must be 
conscious of his involvement. He must 
understand the nature of compromise. 
The most difficult lesson for me to learn 
as a man corditioned by my back- 
ground was compromise. Today, I be- 
lieve I understand that compromise is 
necessary because there are conflicts of 
principles, alternative choices, neither 
of which are all black or all white. 

The first step in understanding com- 
promises is to understand the nature of 
our society. Ours is a compensatory 
state, a state which rewards economic 
pressure groups in proportion to their 
power or lack of power. The pressure 
groups insist that their private intere st 
is identifiable with the public interest. 
Business, labor, agriculture and many 
other organizations hire “experts” to 
convince the public of this identity of 
interests. If they believe in what they 
are speaking and writing, they have no 
conflicts. If they do not, heaven help 
them, for they are on the way to be- 
coming kept men, individuals willing to 
sell their talents and disavow their re- 
sponsibility for their use. It is at this 
point, that each of us must face our- 
selves and ask if the price is worth it. 

It is not my objective to analyze the 
“organization-man.” This has _ been 
done. I want only to describe from my 
experience certain of the tensions he

Perhaps we, as a people, have a sort of despairing feeling that 
there is no simple answer to these complex problems. I have a deep conviction 
that there is. We had God and His Power then. We still do. 
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don’t have to worry about tickets, accommoda- 
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enjoy yourself in the company of Dr. Poling 
and delightful new-found friends, and experi- 
ence the thrill of a lifetime!

harvesting, raising large families, spin- 
ning, mending, scrubbing, milking, 
churning; and, for the esthetic Anna at 
least, carefully tending a precious gar- 
den of violets and anemones carefully 
transplanted from the nearby woods. 

In such a household of piety, rigid 
discipline and hard work, William 
Holmes McGuffey spent his childhood. 
His perceptive mother early recognized 
the superior mind of her son. For him 
and for his brothers and sisters all the 
education possible on the frontier must 
be made available. For the time being, 
that education must be provided by 
Anna herself. Both her time and learn- 
ing were limited, but Anna made the 
most of what she had. No matter how 
gruelling her day, each night she gath- 
ered the children about her to instruct 
them in reading, writing and cipher- 
ing. By the light of a pine chip or a 
flickering hearth fire, Anna explained 
with a contagious enthusiasm all she 
knew of the three R’s. From his mother 
William inherited his rare gift for 
teaching. Instructing her children was 
a delight, to which Anna turned eagerly 
after a day of household drudgery. 

For many months the home courses 
continued, but Anna realized too well 
how limited her knowledge was. Cer- 
tainly she was incapable of giving to 
her gifted son a proper start toward 
realizing her ambition for him, the 
Christian ministry, 

Learning that a small school had 
been opened in Youngstown by a Pres- 
byterian minister, the Reverend Mr. 
Wicks, Anna urged her husband Sandy 
to push his wilderness road through to 
Youngstown so that their children 
could walk to school. So the original 
McGuffey’s Road came into existence. 

The pupils in the Reverend Mr. 
Wicks’ school learned not only to read 
and write with proficiency, but also 
the proper pronunciation of their native 
language. It delighted Anna to hear 
her boys say catch instead of ketch, 
creature instead of critter, cover instead 
of kiver. To Sandy, pronunciation mat- 
tered little so long as a man could 
make himself understood by his neigh- 
bors. Crops and animals were of far 
more importance than readin’ and 
writin’. But Sandy loved his hard- 
working, indomitable, though  fre- 
quently inscrutable wife, and he put 
nothing in her way. 

William’s memory was phenomenal, 
and he progressed easily to the study 
of Latin, the zenith of learning on the 
frontier. The boy would tramp miles 
to borrow a precious book, and then 
commit its contents to memory to fur- 
ther enjoy after the book had been re- 
turned to its owner. His mind was 


questioning, curious, alert. In his moth- 
er’s words, he was a “scholar born.” 

At 16, William was given a certifi- 
cate by the Reverend Mr. Wicks, who 
advised him to become a “roving 
teacher.” There were no organized 
schools in the Middle West before 
1825, and William became one of a 
group of poorly educated young men 
who tramped the roads and forest trails 
to recruit “subscription — scholars.” 
When a few pupils had been found 
within a given area, the teacher met 
with them in a hospitable cabin and 
taught them until the pupils’ interest 
or their parents’ money ran out. The 
children were undisciplined and often 
rebellious. Their parents were fre- 
quently indifferent or amused. Such 
teaching was a frustrating, dishearten- 
ing experience for the earnest William. 

Nevertheless, it is simple truth to say 
that in the stark, crude cabins of the 
Ohio frontier the McGuffey Readers 
were first vaguely conceived in the 
mind of the young William McGuffey. 
How barren the lives of these children 
would be without knowledge or the 
skills to obtain it. He could teach them 
little, but he could and did discover 
how to appeal to their interests and 
stir their imaginations. Some day, per- 
haps, there would be textbooks to help 
a teacher inspire his pupils. 

Still hoping to become a Presbyte- 
rian minister, William likewise planned 
to teach. Preaching and teaching must 
accompany each other, he believed, 
for “light comes from above.” If peo- 
ple’s minds were enlightened, righteous 
living would follow naturally. But if he 
was to help these frontier people, as 
he so earnestly wished to do, he must 
learn more himself. And without money 
how could be get to a school where 
he could learn more? 

William almost despaired, but his 
mother’s faith was direct and simple. 
“Ask and it shall be given to you,” if 
the Lord so willed it. She would ask 
the Lord for the means to educate her 
son. So out to her garden she went, 
on a quiet summer evening, and knelt 
in audible, earnest supplication to her 
God. When she arose from her knees, 
she heard a sound from outside the 
garden fence. Somebody was walking 
away. Then hoofbeats sounded from 
Sandy’s Youngstown Road. Had some- 
body overheard her praying? Well, no 
matter, Anna decided sensibly. It was 
no disgrace to be found praying in the 
privacy of one’s own garden. 

Some cynical and, doubtless, en- 
vious folk later suggested that Anna 
had not been entirely unaware of the 
presence of an influential eavesdrop- 
per outside her garden fence. Be that 
as it may, her faith was rewarded, for 
the eavesdropper happened to be the 
Reverend Thomas E. Hughes, who 
was traveling in the area to find pupils 
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for his newly-organized academy about 
30 miles distant. He returned within a 
few days to tell Anna that he would 
like to enroll William and that his ex- 
penses could be “arranged for.” 

So the formal education of William 
McGuffey began. He later enrolled at 
Washington College (which eventually 
became Washington-Jefferson College ) 
and in a few years he was on the fac- 
ulty of the University of Miami in 
Oxford, Ohio. 

William remained at the University 
of Miami for several years. Here he 
experimented with his own individual, 
unorthodox and highly successful the- 
ories of teaching. He had no patience 
with the traditional rote learning. “The 
object of learning is to think, think, 
think,” he explained, and to that end 
he employed the Socratic method of 
question and discussion. His course in 
Moral Philosophy was the most popu- 
lar on the campus. 

While at Miami, William started a 
small school for children, to try out 
his theories about primary instruction. 
For their classroom, the children en- 
joyed the yard behind their teacher’s 
‘home. They sat on newly felled logs 
from the neighborhood wood. At in- 
tervals the children were permitted to 
run about to stretch their legs and 
work off pent-up energy. This practice 
was in itself revolutionary. The primary 
school was an unqualified success, and 
William’s fame as a teacher spread. 

The reading lessons that William 
prepared for his classes consisted of 
stories that he wrote himself and some 
that he adapted from other books. His 
own stories were built about topics of 
interest to the children and familiar to 
them. He wrote about the Indians—the 
first Americans, he pointed out, and not 
so bad as they were painted by some 
of the pioneers who had exploited 
them. He wrote stories of animals—of 
horses, dogs, cats and the small crea- 
tures of the forest. Gradually the stories 
grew into a manuscript, and in 1833 
the McGuffey First Reader was fin- 
ished. It was not to be published, how- 
ever, until several years later. 

Meantime, a shrewd Yankee from 
Stamford, Connecticut, had migrated 
to Cincinnati. It was this man, Win- 
throp B. Smith, and his partner in the 
publishing business they founded, who 
first printed the McGuffey Readers and 
sold them throughout the country. See- 
ing the dire need of textbooks in the 
frontier country and the ready-made 
market the vast area afforded, they ap- 
proached Catherine Beecher, who, 
with her more famous sister Harriet, 
had established a school for girls in 
Cincinnati, with the suggestion that 

they compile a series of readers. The 
Beechers declined the offer but recom- 
mended as just the man, Professor Wil- 
liam Holmes McGuffey, then teach-

William accepted the offer. The 
First Reader was already in manu- 
script form. Taking on his brother, 
Alexander, as collaborator, he set to 
work to prepare a Primer, a Speller, 
and three more Readers. The authors 
were less interested in financial returns 
on their books than in the opportunity 


to guide the education of children. | 


Consequently, they accepted $500 for 
the original copyright, and a percent- 
age on their sale until the royalties 
would amount to $1000. This was no 
small sum of money in those days and 
William doubtless thought himself 
amply repaid for his work. He did not 
anticipate that his Eclectic Readers, as 
they were titled, would continue in use 
and be revised regularly until 1901, a 
lifetime of 65 years, and that their 
total sale would be over 120,000,000 
copies, 

The publishers, Smith and Truman, 
of course made millions on such phe- 
nomenal best sellers. 

The popularity and practical success 
of the McGuffey Readers was not by 
chance. The extraordinary mind and 
imagination of William McGuffey, 
probably the greatest teacher of his 
era, went into their production. From 
the first, the author decided that his 
Readers would deal with subjects of 
interest to children—a far cry from the 
grim New England Primer; they would 
at the same time build character and 
emphasize the basic virtues. There was 
no reason why the people of the fron- 
tier should not have the best that he 
was capable of writing. 

A typical page of one of the Read- 
ers contained a picture, frequently of 
an animal or other object from nature. 
Beneath the picture was a list of words, 
with their pronunciations, and follow- 
ing the list, a group of sentences using 
the words. Stories were introduced 
early, and in the Fifth and Sixth Read- 
ers, bits of history and geography 
woven in. Modern terms for these fea- 
tures are visual education, illustrative 
examples, graded content, functional 
art, William Holmes McGuffey would 
not recognize those terms, but he knew 
children and how to teach them. 

Compared to the modern textbook, 
with its wide, open page, its stylized 
type, its many gaily-colored pictures, 
the McGuffey Readers look old-fash- 
ioned and austere. Their illustrations 
are prim, their stories tedious and 
overly heavy with warnings and ad- 
monitions. But the McGuffey Readers 
were the pioneers. Three generations 
of American school children delighted 
in them and were influenced by their 
frank emphasis upon character build- 
ing. William Holmes McGuffey was a 
quiet, modest scholar, but his impact 
upon the history of our country was 
both spectacular and profound. ®

Jesus and His disciples, especially 
Paul, carried this Jewish idea of the 
rights of all people for beyond the con- 
fines of Palestine. It permeated the Ro- 
man Empire. The Old and New Test- 
ament were read around the Mediter- 
ranean, up the coast of Western Europe 
and across the Atlantic Ocean, Where 
devout scholars read that book they 
learned that God desires all men to 
have an abundant life, not just ten per 
cent of them. This clearly meant that 
they all had a right to reading, writing 
and arithmetic. Thus, universal educa- 
tion spread so that all people could 
read the Bible, just as it had spread in 
Palestine so that all men could read 
the laws of Moses. 

Wherever an entire nation is literate, 
it produces and progresses ten times as 
swiftly as the nation which is ten per 
cent literate. The people can read what 
all other people are doing. Every new 
discovery becomes the property of all. 
Mass production in agriculture, engi- 
neering and science enabled these edu- 
cated nations to produce far more than 
the bare necessities of life. They en- 
joyed luxuries which no oriental king 
ever possessed, Writing and arithmetic 
have set men free, and today even the 
sky is not the limit. 

Because the United States were 
united into one vast area with a com- 
mon language and no barriers, we ac- 
cumulated half of the world’s wealth. 
Europe accumulated a third of the 
world’s wealth, because all the people 
were educated. 

So this advance from education 
among ten per cent to education of 100 
per cent proved to be a tremendous 
break-through in the slow painful up- 


ward struggle of the human race. It is 
no longer slow. Today we _ progress 
more in 50 years than they did in 


10,000, so far as material achievements 
are concerned. In my lifetime we have 
leaped from the horse and buggy to 
the jet plane. We are getting ready to 
explore the universe. 

As railroads and roads and automo- 
biles and steamships and_ airplanes 
came, these educated Western people 
pushed into every part of the illiterate 
world, carrying their products and 
their ideas. The hungry illiterates saw 
people who dressed like millionaires 
and rode in gorgeous automobiles. 
Every Westerner lived far above the 
economic level of the hungry illiter- 
ates. This aroused the longing of the 
hungry multitudes. We raised their as- 
pirations, but we did not fulfill them. 
In fact, the hungry people grew hun- 
grier, while we and the educated ten 
per cent grew richer.

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war against the epidemics, partly be- 
cause it was the decent thing to do, 
and partly because we wanted to make 
those regions safe for ourselves. We 
had fantastic success in stopping small- 
pox, yellow fever, cholera, typhus, bu- 
bonic plague, malaria, typhoid fever, 
sleeping sickness, pneumonia and _ tu- 
berculosis. Even more astonishing was 
our saving the lives of little babies who 
formerly died from sheer ignorance. 
We helped all those people to live 
twice as long. This meant twice as 
many mouths to feed. But we did not 
make any effort to increase their food 
supply. 

We were interested in selling our 
products—not in establishing competi- 
tive enterprises. So, hunger increased. 
It is worse than it was 50 years ago, 
and it will be worse ten years hence 
than it is now. This widening gap be- 
tween what people longed to have and 
their falling food supply was a danger- 
ous vacuum. It is as explosive as dyna- 
mite! It was bound to blow up—and 
it did! 

It exploded in Russia right after the 
First World War, The starvation and 
misery of Russia was worse than it had 
ever been in its long history. The hun- 
gry ragged hordes went to the Czar’s 
palace to beg for food and clothing and 
his soldiers shot them down. In fury 
they turned on the Czar, the landlords 
and the aristocracy, and before they 
had finished, they killed 20 millions. 

Kerensky tried to form a republic, 
but he did not possess the qualities 
which that hour demanded. The strong 
man turned out to be Lenin the Com- 
munist, who had been waiting for that 
hour of chaos to seize the power. Com- 
munism did not cause the starvation in 
Russia, but it took advantage of the 
misery to gain control. 

After the Second World War, China 
had reached the most terrible starva- 
tion and desperation of her long exist- 
ence, The Japanese invasion had bled 
her white. Our health program had 
helped double her population, but we 
had not helped her provide more food. 
Contact with us had aroused ambition 
for better conditions, but starvation 
was growing worse, This explosive sit- 
uation blew up, and the angry multi- 
tudes killed 20 million of their war 
lords and had a simple formula which 
the hungry masses wanted: Take 
from the rich—kill them—and have so- 
cialism. 

Communism did not cause the mis- 
ery of China, It took advantage of that 
misery. Wherever a vacuum is created 
between the rising wants of a people 
and a falling food supply, as it did in 
Guatemala and in Cuba, the situation 
is ripe for Communism. After Commu- 
nism comes in, it liquidates all opposi- 
tion, and then there is little chance for 
the people to rise. Every child and

The Communists realize that knowl- 
edge is power, and that if Communism 
is to make progress it must be educated. 
So, both Russia and China have had 
very intensive compulsory literacy for 
young and old. Both of them adopted 
perfect phonetic alphabets, so that 
adults could learn to read fairly well 
in a month.

China. He says there is no chance at 
all that things will work themselves out 
without help. 

What he says of Africa is true also 
of all the underprivileged free world. 
We must intervene and change the 
course of history or the world will tum 
against us. We must reach down and 
help those illiterate multitudes to help 
themselves and our aid must be stu- 
pendous because there are eight of 
them in anguish for every one of us. 
Every man, woman, and child in Amer- 
ica is responsible for saving eight des- 
perate people from turning into our 
enemies. Our real enemy is hunger and 
that is caused by ignorance. 

That help must begin with the three 
R’s—reading, writing and arithmetic; 
these are the foundation of all prog- 
ress, Literacy must be pushed on a vast 
scale in 100 countries, The Laubach 
Fund now helps 34 literacy training 
classes, and we have trained 4,000 
Americans to teach illiterates and to 
start campaigns, and to write for new 
literates. Thousands of nationals are be- 
ing trained in Asia and Africa. One of 
our glad surprises is that many thou- 
sands of retired people are available 
and eager to help, especially retired 
school teachers! We have not yet had 
time to make a census but it looks as 
though the retired people alone could 
go out and teach the world! Hundreds 
of them have moderate incomes and 
can be wholly or partially self-support- 
ing as they work abroad. 

We have an enormous reservoir of 
unused retired technicians in other 
fields, such as agriculture, irrigation, 
engineering, plumbing. Thousands of 
them have a sweetness and mature un- 
derstanding of human nature that make 
them wonderful friend makers. The 
Orientals do not think you know much 
until you hair is gray. 

Then there are literally millions of 
young men and women who would be 
glad to go forth and help the world if 
they had the opportunity. A team of 
retired and young people make a per- 
fect combination. The young people 
carry the baggage and do the leg work, 
while the older people provide the 
experience. A bill is now in Congress 
proposing to permit young men to enter 
a program of compassion instead of 
joining the armed forces. 

There are a million men in our 
armed forces stationed outside the 
United States, at least half of them in 
the underdeveloped countries. The 
Laubach Fund is trying to persuade the 
Pentagon to teach these boys a little of 
the language of the people where they 
are stationed and to show them how 
to go out with our Each-One-Teach- 
One books and teach illiterates wher- 
ever they find them. These boys have 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday free and 
are, in many places, bored to death. 


Thousands of them would jump at the 
chance to be helpful, and they could 
be a mighty force in winning friends 
and influencing people. 

Laubach Literacy offers to train 
those armed forces. We also are trying 
to reach and to train every one of the 
25,000 missionaries and all the 48,000 
foreign students now in America. 

And we are trying to contact just as 
many tourists as possible and train 
them to go abroad to aid in literacy 
and especially in teaching English. 
Scores are already doing this. They are 
finding it infinitely more exciting than 
roaming around just to see the sights. 
There are a million of these tourists, 
and we hope to give as many of them 
as possible a correspondence course be- 
fore they go abroad. They can thus be 
brought into the army of compassion 
and help us save the world. 

There are a half million churches 
and synagogues in America. If they 
have their own representatives abroad, 
one for each church, that would be half 
a million, There are over a half million 
high schools and colleges and_ they 
could each have a representative. Clubs 
and industries could support another 
half million. It is not unreasonable that 
we can have a million-and-a-half tech- 
nically trained emissaries of good will 
scattered over the world, besides 
American soldiers and tourists. Work- 
ing with us will be millions of magnifi- 
cent nationals and the United Nations. 

To send out all who are available 
there are at least 600 organizations 
prepared to reach into every corner of 
the globe. They remind one in most 
instances of dry river beds with a trickle 
of money running down through the 
middle. The channel is there, but the 
water of life is far too meager. 

Yet America has more money than 
we need, for we have half of the 
world’s wealth. For the past two years 
I have been challenging churches and 
schools and clubs and _ industries to 
form companies of 100, each giving a 
dollar a week, and sending literacy ex- 
perts out through the mission boards. 
The response is tremendous. Almost 
every church has started to organize 
a company. Americans are the most 
generous people in the world. They 
give to their causes with lavish hand. 
But they are bewildered, frustrated, 
often frightened and disgusted. They 
do not want to be hated. But they do 
not know what to do. When we show 
them how an Army of Compassion 
made up of companies of 100 could 
pay for a million men and women out 
saving the world, they are eager to give. 
This nation has the potential and it 
has the good will. It waits for this vast 
potential to be organized and used. But 
our effort has got to be immense and it 
has got to be a swift crash program. 
We are racing against time. ®

Start with a 
Constitution 


OUR CHURCH BUSINESS WOM- 
EN’S ORGANIZATION suffered from 
lack of organization. We needed a con- 
stitution. Yet we hesitated to take the 
first step because parliamentary pro- 
cedure called to mind a great deal of 
indigestible red tape. Because ours was 
a small church and a new one, some 
felt a bit uncertain as to the role our 
society should assume. 

The purpose of an_ organization 
should be to perform a real function, 
first as a responsible unit of a parish or 
community, and second to encourage 
growth in grace, talent and a sense of 
responsibility in the individual. A con- 
stitution and by-laws make public that 
purpose and facilitate its function. No 
constitution should bring into existence 
(particularly in our present over-or- 
ganized society) any association which 
can claim no unique qualification for 
service. No by-law should be written 
for its own sake nor merely to conform 
to a guide. It must demonstrate that it 
has a job to do, and it must stand up 
and be counted. When we'd confirmed 
the potential stature of our group we

wrote that constitution. It was simple. 
Here’s how you can do it, too. 
During your next business meeting, 
if you have not elected officers, agree 
upon a temporary chairman who will 
appoint the committee to prepare by- 
laws. Our model outline will encourage 
a free flow of ideas, but eliminate red 
tape which you too may be dreading. 
By definition a constitution is a docu- 
ment in which the laws and principles 
of a society are written. Therefore the 
by-laws may contain the constitution 
(principles) in their introductory 
articles, and thus present one continu- 
ous reading of the organization’s func- 
tion. To do so is quite within parlia- 
mentary procedure; the result is the 
constitution. Many believe this process 
side-steps the wagging of the dog by 
its tail! Because in our church we had 
no precedent to follow which would re- 
quire a two-part constitution, we fol- 
lowed the simplified form. Whether 
Robert's or another parliamentary 
guide is your choice in procedure, re- 
member none is intended to compound 
your frustration. Quite the contrary, 
Parliamentary—according to the usages 
of parliament or of deliberative 
bodies 
Point of order—a question of propriety 
under the rules 
Pro-tem—abbreviation of pro tempore 
—for the time being, temporarily 
Proxy—a writing giving authorization 
to act or vote for another 
Quorum—number of officers or mem- 
bers, who must be present at any 
. meeting, to legally conduct business 


with familiarity its rules will be recog- 
nized as safe conduct through an ex- 
perience in democracy. 

Now-—and this saved us important 
time and possible embarrassment—we 
tested our by-laws. We asked the di- 
rectors of a well-established group in 
our community to sit with our com- 
mittee through a simulated business 
meeting. By pre-arrangement, a “mem- 
ber” presented the chair with a situa- 
tion which might or might not have 
been in conflict with our by-laws. A 
capable parliamentarian with a copy of 
Robert’s Rules of Order in hand, judged 
the efficiency of our rules. Amending 
here and there where necessary, we 
presented them in writing at our first 
meeting of the general membership. 

Adoption of a constitution and by- 
laws must be by article and section. 
Armed with firm convictions and a 
sense of humor, your by-laws chairman 
will read and move adoption of each 
article. The chairman of the meeting, 
permanent or temporary, will have 
called for a vote on limited debate; we 
suggest 4 minutes per item. Once

TIPS ON RUNNING 
A BOARD MEETING 


By DANIEL BURKE* 


Religious organizations have special 
reason to give close attention to their 
methods of doing business, and to the 
adoption of an order of business cal- 
culated to avoid lengthy and profitless 
discussion at meetings. 

Care taken in preparing and present- 
ing matters will promote understand- 
ing and reasonable consideration be- 
fore action is taken. 

It is at this point that the chairman, 
who is presiding, may often have an 
opportunity to guide the meeting so as 
to adopt action which will fit the needs 
of the organization. The chairman’s 
duty is to see that the meeting is not 
prolonged by speech making and dis- 
cussion which is not related to the 
agenda. When a chairman fails to cb- 
serve this duty, members may find it 
unreasonable to continue attendance 
because of the time wasted listening 
to irrelevant arguments. 

The chairman knows the necessity of 
moving promptly from a finished mat- 
ter to the next and will wisely avoid 
making any speeches himself. Perhaps 
the most difficult task for the chairman 


is to obtain co-operation of all for ex- 
pediting proceedings. When board 
members regard the chairman as seek- 
ing only to dispatch business as 
promptly as possible, having in mind 
the great demands upon their time, 
they will agree with and applaud his 
efforts to expedite business. 

The chairman may often rule that 
the board is acting by common or gen- 
eral consent in many minor matters 
that are presented. In using this 
method he will wisely make sure there 
is no objection. If action is taken and 
there is a later objection he will of 
course rule that such action may be the 
subject for reconsideration on a mo- 
tion by the proper party. 

Adjournment is always properly an- 
nounced by the chairman after adop- 
tion of a resolution or by common 
consent, But the chairman had better 
make sure that no one goes away with 
the feeling that some important action 
was unwisely omitted and his idea not 
given a hearing. ©

Meditation: John Oxenham, the poet, has spoken of two ways which we 
can go—a high, climbing path and a low road. To every one of us, each 
day, comes the opportunity to take the high road or the low, to live on 
the wind-washed summits or drift along on the foggy plains of mediocrity. 
Let us think of some of these times of facing the crossroads when we 
decide which path we will take. 

We might call the first fork in the road “human relations.” We stand 
here many times a day, When our children are irritating to us, we can 
snap back at them or take the higher way of patience and understanding, 
remembering that our heavenly Father is infinitely patient with us. When 
we are hurt by the careless acts of others, we can take the very human 
way of showing our hurt and perhaps “getting back” in some way, or we 
can take the higher way of love and kindness. 

All of us come often to the crossroad of “personal problems.” We can 
spend our days in grumbling and fretting and bemoaning our lot in life, 
or we can put our trust in God and follow the high road of praise. The 
best therapy for vexing problems is found in Philippians 4:6.

This 
trail is steep and challenging, but we find that God’s power surrounds us, 
to enable and empower. 

None of us can stay indefinitely up on a mountain peak away from the 
burdens and problems of everyday life, but each day we can make the 
choices that lead us along the higher plane of living. While working at 
very mundane tasks we can “seek those things which are above.”

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faces. For me, the most significant is 
the realization that “the world” pays 
good rewards to those who have the 
talent to give what it wants. But there 
are some things money cannot buy, in- 
cluding integrity. The point of tension 
comes for the individual when oppor- 
tunity says “Yes” while integrity says 
“No.” 

We have heard it before: the “quick 
buck” is the goal of too many Ameri- 
cans. Yet I am cheered when I find evi- 
dences to the contrary. Almost every 
day students come into my office look- 
ing for jobs through which they can 
make not only a living but a contribu- 
tion to society. 

As I talk to these young people, I 
remind them that if they would be free 
from the control of corporation or 
union, if they would escape slavery to 
debt, they must learn to live less rather 
than more ostentatiously. Actually, I 
am asking them to discipline their lives 
economically rather than to be con- 
trolled by their expenditures, In the 
world of my youth we did not spend 
until we had the money, or marry until 
we could support a wife and had saved 
for a rainy day. Today, we ask ourselves 
if we can meet the payment, not what 
is the cost. This “buy now—pay later” 
world is one of tremendous short-term 
debt—almost $54,000,000,000 worth. 
It is a world in which the greatest con- 
tributory factor to family tensions are 
these self-same debts. 

Perhaps the next most significant 
attribute of our world is its imperson- 
ality. We are no longer our brother's 
keeper. Quite the contrary, our fellow 
men are statistics in a labor market, 
brackets in an income chart, or indices 
in a report. It is in this impersonal 
world that our great temptations to ex- 
ploit our fellow men arises. And it be- 
gins with our forgetting that we are 
dealing with sons of God to be loved, 
not statistics to be manipulated. Under- 
standing this is a daily exercise in spir- 
itual discipline. 

I spend much time teaching any who 
will listen that they must have an 
affirmative doctrine of man. And I 
teach that manipulation should not be 
the highest goal of the user of words. 
It is the responsibility of those who 
have information to make it available 
even though the information may be 
used against them. 

There is, I insist, no greater threat 
to our freedoms than our lack of know!l- 
edge on which to base our decisions. 
The world is not only full of those who 
would manipulate us but also of those 
who would prevent us from knowing. 

Unfortunately, there is so much self- 
deception and ignorance possible—so 
much innuendo and half-truth that I 
sometimes wonder if it can be over- 
come. But I continue pleading for

Banana Nut Bread (1 or 4 loaves) 


Trial Size 4 loaves 
Sifted all-purpose flour.134 cups ..13%4 qts. 
Baking powder, 


double-action ...... 2% tsp. ..3% tbsp. 
DE witwhdawameoiend Yytsp. ....2 tsp. 
Nuts, coarsely chopped.12 cup ....1 pt. 
Shortening .......... Yzcup ....144 cups 
OE 444 Pete ake 23cup ....2%4 cups

Ripe bananas ........ 1 Ib. (3 to 4).4 Ibs. (12-14) 


Sift together flour, baking powder and salt. 
Add nuts to mixture. Beat shortening in 
mixing bowl until it is of a creamy consist- 
ency. Add sugar and eggs to shortening. 
Continue beating at medium speed 1 min- 
ute. Peel bananas, mash, add to egg mix- 
ture. Blend well. Add flour mixture, beating 
at low speed about 30 seconds, or until 
blended. Do not overbeat. Scrape down bowl 
and beaters once or twice. Turn into loaf 
pan or pans (greased on bottom only). Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 60 to 
70 minutes, or until bread is done.

Sunday school teaching is a rare blend of 


the job and the joy, the chore and the cheer. 


In a lifetime of teaching all sorts and condi- 


tions of classes, Miss Plumb has seen all sides 


I have taught Sunday school in two countries; in a tent; in a rented attic 
over a pool room; on a flat, laundry roof in Texas; in the basement of a 
half-built library in Detroit; in a Miami movie house; in reform schools of 
three states; and in modern, well-equipped buildings of several denomina- 
tions. 

Over the bright, busy years, I have taught adults and teen-agers, and 
now have a lovable, fidgety little group of primary tots, most of them 
“going on six.” 

My largest class, taught in an institution’s chapel, numbered over 500. 
My smallest was last Sunday’s, when a sudden tropical storm swept the 
streets just at the hour when Sunday school traffic normally begins. 

Caught in the downpour halfway between home and the church, I 
leaned against a wall for support as I struggled to get my umbrella up to 
keep my materials from getting soaked. In vain. Slipping from under my 
arm, the loose-leaf lesson book struck the pavement and disintegrated, scat- 
tering leaflets, prayers and pages of notes to the winds. (Cont. next page)

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Helpless, I saw my precious Per- 
sonal Record folder, in which I keep 
the names, addresses, telephone num- 
bers, and birthdays of my “Sunday 
children,” roll away into a puddle. 
Then came a terrific crash of thunder 
—and my rescuer, a cruising taxi man. 

He helped me get my bedraggled be- 
longings into the cab. Then, with a kind 
of rough pity, he asked, “What made 
you come out in weather like this?” 

“I have to,” I shivered. “They'd ex- 
pect me to be there.” 

“Some job!” he snorted. Oh, it wasn’t 
a job, I explained. I just taught Sunday 
school, He made no reply, only sniffed, 
as he concentrated on getting me 
through the flooded street. 

Wet, exhausted, with a rheumatic 
twinge already in my writing arm, I 
taught the. smallest class in almost a 
lifetime of teaching. Only three had 
been able to get there! 

During the week, I had spent hours 
on end preparing for that lesson—as- 
sembling packages of handwork and 
outline drawings of pictures relating to 
the lesson for crayoning. I had made a 
time-consuming trip down town to find 
needed material. [ had sharpened 250 
much used crayons—a messy job. 

On Saturday I had gone to the 
church to thumb-tack illustrative pic- 
tures on the bulletin board, and pre- 
pare the flannelgraph background. 

For three children! My spirits were 
as dampened as my shoes. Teaching a 
Sunday school class, at that moment, 
was for me a chore—a job. 

Then came time to tell the Gospel 
story. At the end of it, I caught the 
direct gaze of a little boy’s eyes. They 
held the rapt look of one who had felt 
the arms of Jesus around him. As they 
stared, only half-seeing, at me, they 
filled with tears. Then he pleaded, “Tell 
it again .. . tell it again!” 

In that instant, the job became a joy! 
For just three children? No; for three 
children—and the Lord! How could I 
have forgotten? 


UNEXPECTED JOYS have starred all 
my years of teaching. One came when 
my class of teen-age girls gave me a 
classroom for my birthday. 

When that group of bright-eyed 
youngsters had first crowded around 
me to beg, “Will you teach us? We have 
no teacher,” I had smiled, “No, thank 
you. I think I’ve done my share.” 

Nevertheless, two Sundays later, I 
was facing those bright-eyed young- 
sters again, as their new teacher. 

Not until then had I realized that the 
little mission church had no Sunday 
school building. All it had was a little 
underground cubby-hole, a cellar catch- 
all for garden tools and cooking and 
cleaning equipment. Here, among rows 
of hanging choir robes, the primary de- 
partment met. The adult class met in 


the tiny church, as did the seniors. I 
had to teach my girls in the choir stalls, 
striving to keep my voice above one 
teacher’s and under another's. 

Only a few seats separated my girls 
from a class of teen-age boys, and I 
used to wear myself out to keep my 
girls’ eyes and thoughts on the Bible 
instead of straying to the boys. 

Meanwhile, we carried on; As my 
class grew, we met in a_ neighbor's 
garage. A place to ourselves at last! But 
hardly our own. For our kind hostess 
had to lock the garage door when it was 
time to be off to her own church in an- 
other part of the city. We often finished 
the lesson stranded under a tree, 

Christmas that year found us still in 
the garage, but a few weeks later we 
broke ground. 

Building goes fast in Miami. My 
birthday is in February, The Sunday 
following it, my girls rushed to meet 
me, their excited hands pulling me 
along to see a wonderful surprise.

Our new building was then in the 
scaffolding and sawdust stage; at the 
end of the skeleton parish hall was the 
framework of a little dressing room. 
Here, my girls had arranged rows of 
chairs, and for Teacher a makeshift 
table. On it stood a handful of flowers, 
neatly arranged in a milk bottle. 

There were no walls, no door, no 
roof. It was carpeted with shavings, 
littered with nail kegs and lumber— 
but a classroom of our own. 

“Happy birthday to you!” they sang, 
and here in our temporary corner we 
joyfully studied our first lesson in the 
new building-to-be. 

That was 18 years ago, but I still 
cannot pass the door of that little room 
—used now for the robing of the senior 
choir—without feeling again some of the 
joy of that moment: 

Years later, in the finished building, 
when I had another crop of teen-agers, 
this time boys as well as girls, Charlie 
had made my teaching more of a job 
than a joy. One morning, he had ap- 
peared with two big, handsome young 
men—much older than the class mem- 
bers, all of whom were in their early 
teens. He explained casually that he 
had invited them. 
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“Wouldn't they prefer to go in the 
Adult Class?” I asked anxiously. 

“No,” said Charlie. 

My little girls were thrilled! Not one 
of them could concentrate on the lesson 
that day. Nor could I. These young men 
didn’t belong in my class! But perhaps 
it was just for this one time. 

It wasn’t. They came the next Sun- 
day, and the next. Then I took Charlie 
aside, and told him they were too old 
for our group and would he, please, 
direct them to the Adult Bible Class. 

The next morning, I received an em- 
phatic phone call. 

“Just you leave my son’s young men 
in his class,” Charlie’s mother said. 
“They work in the store where he’s 
bag boy on Saturdays. Sure, they're 
older than he is, but they’re his buddies. 
Those young fellows don’t attend any 
church, and Charlie has just got them 
interested in coming to Sunday school. 
You go shoving them around, and they 
are likely to quit, and stay home. This 
is Charlie’s way of being a missionary, 
and you're aiming to spoil the whole 
thing. Is that a Christian way to act?” 
_ The two big, handsome young men 
stayed in my class. 

At the end of the year, one taught 
as a substitute and then joined the per- 
manent staff—and how he studied! Years 
later, he served as our Superintendent, 
and as an active member of the men’s 
organization. 

The other began to teach Sunday 
school, then became one of the most 
dedicated presidents our young people’s 
society ever had. He went on to Capital 
University, Columbus, Ohio, where he 
studied for the ministry, A few months 
ago, I attended his ordination. 

As I watched that solemn ceremony, 
I thought: “What if Charlie had not 
opened our Sunday school door to his 
buddies?” And then came a_ second 
thought, humbling and frightening me, 
“What if I had closed it?” 


THERE HAVE BEEN OTHER 
TIMES when the job of teaching has 
lost its joy, and I have decided to quit 
forever. Once was when Gertie ran 
away from home. Her father was a 
trustee of the church, her mother sang 
in the choir. Gertie had been in my class 
a whole year. I wrote out my resigna- 
tion. If I could not hold this child in 
line, I reasoned, I was a failure. Why 
not admit it, and quit? 

But the ink was not dry before I 
heard in my innermost soul a gentle 
voice, saying, “Beatrice Plumb, lovest 
thou Me?” And when I tearfully nodded 
my head, came the command: “Feed 
my lambs.” 

I tore up my resignation. Weeks 
later, when a penitent Gertie crept up 
to me in class, I whispered, “I’m just 
as ashamed as you are. I, too, almost 
ran away!”

Once I'd agreed—much against my will—to teach Bar- 
bara's class, I found myself seated at a table with 
Dave, going over the lesson.

critical and skeptical minds who persist 
in questioning the classic generalities. 

But to sting is not enough. Ours is a 
terribly involved world and the gadfly 
cannot always be sensitive to the com- 
plexities of our time simply because he 
doesn’t see the degree of involvement. 
We must understand the areas of judg- 
ments in which our Christian ethic must 
come into play. 

It seems to me that there is no greater 
responsibility for each of us than to 
develop individuals who can see the 
consequences of their acts in the sum 
total of their relationships. Only the 
awareness of involvement plus an un- 
derstanding of the ethical implications 
of our involvement will save us.

tired and all, and I don’t like to bother 
him after he’s been working so hard. 
Besides, I’ve got my homework to do, 
too. But in the morning it’s different. 
Everything’s sort of free and clear 
then.” 

Of course, not everyone finds it ad- 
venturous or even agreeable to get up 
at dawn. In Act One, serving as spokes- 
man for those “dawdling souls who 
lumpishly resist the golden glow of 
dawn,” Moss Hart wrote: “The testi- 
mony of such loiterers as myself on the 
enduring joys of late-rising carries little 
weight with folk who are up and about 
at dawn, busily improving those shining 
early hours, They continue to have my 
blessing, from the depths of a warm 
and skeptical bed.” 

There may be late risers who want to 
reform and find it difficult to get started; 
if so, there’s a truly painless way of 
breaking in. According to a little-known 
“nglish writer named A. C. Buckland, 
who in 1818 wrote a quaint and inter- 
esting volume called Letters on the Im- 
portance, Duty and Advantages of 
Early Rising, the secret is to conquer 
by degrees. 

“Rise five minutes earlier every morn- 
ing,” Buckland sensibly advises, “till 
you have arrived at the hour which ap- 
pears to you most eligible. The daily 
subtraction from sleep will be so trif- 
ling that it will not occasion that drows- 
iness on the succeeding morning which 
the sudden change from rising at eight 
to rising at five must necessarily pro- 
duce. The last day in each week will be 
half an hour longer than the first, and, 
at the termination of a month, you will 
have become an early riser.” &

was not needed. Economic dictators 
are the gods of communism. 

Darwin held that men and nations 
were under the complete sovereignty of 
natural laws. Evolution was thought 
to describe the inevitable growth of 
one form of life into another. Those 
who follow Darwin blindly also rule 
God out. All that men can do under 
such a system is to seek to understand 
the laws of progress and conform to 
them. 

Isaiah read history differently. His 
God was not only ruler of Israel and 
Judah. He was the God of all nations. 
God had not abdicated even though 
Assyria, a wicked nation, was allowed 
to conquer Jerusalem. God allowed As- 
syria to become powerful and used 
Assyria to punish wickedness, whether 
in Israel or in other nations. The trouble 


This beautiful dream of peace was 
probably written by Isaiah at a time of 
temporary peace and prosperity. The 
invasion by Assyria had been averted 
for the moment. Certainly Isaiah’s hope 
was centered in a king who would rule 
with justice and mercy. As absolute 
ruler he would lead his nation to love 
mercy and justice. The causes of war 
would thus be abolished. 

We see Christ in the hoped-for king 
of Isaiah. He is the “shoot from the 
stump of Jesse.” The Son of David 
came to bring peace to the world. His 
peace goes far beyond any “peaceful 
coexistence.” It is not a mere armistice 
with the seeds of war left in human 
hearts. It is the only genuine solution 
to the problem of war. He can bring 
this peace to every troubled heart, re- 
deeming from sin. But the dream will 
not be fulfilled until every prodigal is

False Leadership Brings Ruin 
MICAH 3:1-6, 9-12; HOSEA 14:9 


Micah was a contemporary of Isaiah. 
Yet they were quite different. Isaiah 
was of noble blood, Micah came from 
the common folk. Isaiah’s major con- 
cern was national policy. He sought to 
lead Judah from dependence on alli- 
ances with the great powers to con- 
fidence in God alone for national se- 
curity. Micah felt the injustice and 
poverty of the common people as one 
of them and saw how the leaders of 
the nation used their position and 
power to prey upon them. Both proph- 
ets sought to impress upon the southern 
kingdom the lesson of the fall of the 
northern kingdom. Both recognized 
corruption and disregard of the God 
of their fathers as the basic cause of 
Israel’s fall. Both combined fearless 
criticism of their nation with hope of a 
Redeemer-King who would not only 
save His people ultimately but make 
them fit to be saved. 

Micah, like Amos, was outraged by 
merciless leaders. His most pointed 
prophecies were aimed at those who 
robbed the people of their land, judges 
who accepted bribes to justify the land- 
grabbers, priests who used religion to 
“feather their own nests,” and greedy 
prophets who adjusted their predic- 
tions to favor those who paid them the 
most. To Micah, such corruption was 
more dangerous than misguided al- 
liances with heathen nations. 

Does this suggest a re-examination 
of our own basis of national security? 
Isaiah and Micah were both right. 
There is danger in international rela- 
tions. Our nation is menaced by en- 
emies from without. But perhaps the 
danger is even greater from the dry rot 
of corruption. Greed leads to injustice 
whether in the hearts of officials of 
state or church, labor leaders or cor- 
poration executives, landlords or ten- 
ants, rich or poor. To ignore God in 
national or personal affairs is to set the 
stage for ruin. God will not be mocked! 
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What is Real Religion? 
MICAH 6:1-8 


Micah was a native of Moresheth in 
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the hill country on the borders of Phil- 
istia. No doubt he found God’s pres- 
ence very real as he stood on the hill- 
top and looked out over the fruitful 
low lands. All through Israel’s history 
mountains were associated with God’s 
protective presence. They were not to 
be compared in elevation with those of 
Switzerland or our Rockies. 

As Micah realized God’s presence on 
the Moresheth hilltop, he summoned 
his nation to argue its case with Je- 
hovah before the mountains as before 
the judgment seat of God. Their case 
was pitiably weak. God had been so 
good to their fathers and to them. They 
have been forcibly led to realize that 
they have been punished for their sins 
and God is angry with them. How can 
they be reconciled to God? Do they 

-need to make more and larger sacri- 
ficesP Would God require the sacrifice 
of their first-born sons? Such were com- 
mon among their heathen neighbors. 

No, their God would not be pleased 
with anything they could offer, unless 
“they first gave themselves unto the 
Lord.” The best evidence of their love 
for God will be the justice and kindness 
with which they treat their neighbors. 
As Christians we offer our most pleas- 
ing sacrifices when we live Christ- 
pleasing lives. It’s our hearts Christ 
wants. When He rules within, our so- 
cial conduct will offer the evidence.

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sharing of insights. One flame thus 
kindles several fires. 

A sense of occupational fellowship 
on the part of government workers 
may be matched in hundreds of fields. 
Consequently, the new organizations 
arising seem to be endless. We have 
associations of Christian athletes, of 
physicians, of writers, of professors and 
many more. Always the association, 
whatever the occupation, asks one pri- 
mary question: How can we learn from 
one another to be better witnesses to 
Christ in our daily work? The people 
involved do not minimize the import- 
ance of what they experience in their 
free hours, but they know that the 
hours on the job are their major hours. 
They know that their witness at church 
is almost worthless unless it is matched 
by the equally powerful witness at the 
bench or in the office. 

One surprising thing which we have 
learned is that a number of men who 
are totally untouched by ordinary 
evangelistic methods can be reached 
by occupational association. I know 
of doctors to whom the church meant 
nothing until they began to see the 
Christian dimension of their work as

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how to use 
AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS 
in your church. 


By WILLIAM S. HOCKMAN 


Point of View 


Many letters ask me about the audio- 
visual program for our church. My 
usual reply is that we do not have an 
“audio-visual” program. Ours is a 
Christian educational program em- 
ploying many kinds of teaching aids, 
including audio visuals. We are trying 
to develop a Christian consciousness in 
each person and to place our pupils 
above material things. To do this we 
must present the truth, inspire and 
guide them in worship and involve in 
service those of all ages within the 
church. 

Increasingly, our teachers are using 
more audio-visual materials. With ac- 
cess to a good library and a knowledge 
of how to use properly the materials, 
they are finding them an effective 
means for teaching purposes. Our 
teachers begin with the curriculum, of 
which its units, themes and lessons are 
basic. Audio-visuals supplement this 
foundation. 

When the lesson outlines for this 
fall’s program become available, our 
departmental superintendents read 
them, learn what audio-visual mate- 
rials are suggested, then check to find 
if we have this material in our A-V 
library and which lessons could be en- 
riched by the use of filmstrips, films, 
flat pictures and recordings. This proc- 
ess continues throughout the year. 


Biblical Audio-Visuals Central 


Throughout our age groups, Biblical 
filmstrips are much in demand. Our 
young people, young adults, and the 
women’s circles have used and en- 
joyed such filmstrips as Bible Scrolls, 
Bible Cities, Geography of the Holy 
Land, and Easter in Jerusalem. 

The first two are companion film- 
strips.

physicians. They could not be reached 
in general, but they could be reached 
by an examination of the connection 
between the Christian faith and the 
Oath of Hippocrates. Once they were 
caught by this occupational interest, 
they were able to go on into other 
phases of the life of the church. 

The reason for the success of what 
we are coming to call occupational 
evangelism is that men who have found 
their right work care about it very 
deeply. Man is made to be a worker; 
he is so created that he needs to create, 
even on a small scale. We are not satis- 
fied with our lives unless there is some 
area in which we can make a genuine 
difference. The Biblical Christian is not 
surprised by this fact, for he already 
knows that each man is made in God’s 
image. As God is the infinite Creator, 
so man has an ineradicable urge to be 
a finite creator. Work is intrinsic and 
central in human life. 

If we understand even a little of the 
philosophy which recognizes the cen- 
tral significance of labor, we realize 
that we have made a serious mistake in 
the past in not stressing sufficiently the 
occupational approach to Christianity. 
Fortunately it is not too late to begin. 
The time has come when occupational 
study groups should be established in 
local churches and communities. 

As men study their jobs in the light 
of the Christian faith, they are coming 
to several conclusions, and these barely 
scratch the surface: 

1. The Christian cannot look upon 
employment merely as a job to occupy 
time and eam a living; it must also 
bring some real gain, physical, intellec- 
tual or spiritual, men. 

2. The Christian employee must be 
as much concerned for the welfare of 
his employer as for his own welfare. 
He cannot skimp on time and effort. 

3. The working Christian, if he be- 
longs to a union, must be concerned 
about union rules and practices as they 
affect others besides himself. He can- 
not, for example, be silent if his union 
discriminates on the basis of race. 

4. The Christian at work makes 
his witness constantly by his language, 
interest in the affairs of his fellow work- 
ers and by what he says when contro- 
versial issues arise. He is not free 
merely to keep still, but is frequently 
required to say what his stand is. 

5. In most jobs it is still possible 
to be a careful craftsman at some point, 
taking pride in work well done. 

6. Any worker can face each day’s 
work in a spirit of prayer. Unspoken 
prayer can be part of any working 
hour. A spirit of prayer is likely to be 
more contagious than we know. ®
